THE  “C.REAT  PRIZES**  OF  THE  CHURCH.  AND  A 
.  .  .  >  .  •  PRI^ZE  ‘  PARSON. 

'  AC .  a  great  nieellng  of^ (be  Tory  Association  of  South  Cheshire 
(styled  a  “  (rraiid  Conservative  fjolehratioii  **  in  the  parly  prints) 
the  Rev.  Joshua  King  delivered  a  Sp9^V  which  we  recoinuieud  to 
the  especial  attention  of  .our  readers. 

It  is  to  be  observed,  that  the  ofHce  of- returning  tlianks  for  the 
to.ast  of  Bishop  an^l  Clergy  of  the  diocese  devolved  upon  this  Rev. 
Gentleman,  and  that  he  did  not  think  it  unbecoming  or  unsnit  ihle 
to  utter  the  sentiments  we  transcribe,  when  representing  lii.s  dio- 
cesan  and  his  brethren  of  the  district.  The  speech  was  addressed 
to  a  numerous  assembly  of  Tories,*  and  was,  doiibtles.s,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Rev.  orator,  adapted  to  the  sfiirit  of  liie  Association, 
and  the  Grand  Conservative  Celebration. 

Farther,  it  is  to  he  remarked  that  the  Rev.  speaker  is  a  favoured 
son  of  the  Church,  and  holds  two  livings,  one  in  London,  that  of 
Bethnal  Green,  valued  (probably  below  tlie  truth)  at  6111.  a«year, 
the  other,  Woodcdiurch,  in  Cheshire,  valued  at  8271.  a-year. 

To  the  first  he  was  preferred  by  his  college,  Brazeii-nose,  and  it 
willbeseen  that  this  is  an  instance  of  tiie  wisdom  of  vesting  church 
patronage  in  such  institutions.  The  other  living  was  family 
property. 

Having  so  far  introduced  the  Rev.  Joshua  King,  wc  leave  him  to 
speak  for  himself,  and  he  speaks  so  as  to  leave  no  possibility  of  mis¬ 
understanding  his  character : —

“The  Uev.  J.  King  retunied  thanks.  After  vrotesttng  againtti  being 
atwaye  called  upon  to  acknoKledge  this  toantj  he  sain  that  proltably  some  of 
them  were  aware,  that  Rubse<|iiently  to  their  last  meeting,  an  attempt  was 
made  in  some  of  the  public  papers  to  throw  an  air  of  discredit  on  what  |)a.ssed, 
and  to  implicate  the  meeting  as  well  a.s  himself  in  di.sgrace  by  preferring  a 
tnily  appalling  charge  against  them  for  haying  called  upm  him  tt>  s|>eak,  and 
agaiast  him  tor  having  spoken.  And  what  did  tliey  think  was  the  nature  of 
this  astounding  charge  ?  Why,  that  *  he  was  selected  to  address  tlicm  becau.se 
he  was  the  greate'st  pluralist  in  the  tHninty.*  Now,  if  he  were  the  gieatest 
offender  in  this  particular  in  the  whole  comity,  he  was  inclined  to  think  that 
pluralities  were  not  so  crying  an  evil  as  to  reipiire  their  excision  by  the  extir¬ 
pating  knives  of  Fapists,  Dissenters,  and  Infidels.  Although  a  pluralist, 
according  to  the  modern  nomenclature,  mu.st  surely  mean  something  dreadfully 
liad — he  must  be  a  sort  of  iiondcscri|>t  animal,  or  worse  than  a  murderer,  if 
nothing  lie  utters  be  worthy  of  evidence.  I'his  charge  was  preferred  hy  the 
{'brontefe,  I  do  not  mean  that  iialtrv',  despicable,  farrago  of  coarseness,  scur¬ 
rility,  and  abuse,  to  be  invarialily  met  with  in  the  cmunins  of  the  ('keeter 
Chronicle — fur  any  (ihservations  from  sui  h  a  <{uurter  I  should  coiisider  beiieatli 
contempt — hut  the  charge  was  preferrc<l  in  a  leading  article  in  a  ftovernment 
l>aper,  called  the  Morning  ('hroniele-.  True,  he  held  ttco  church  livings — the 
one  his  patrimonial  property,  the  advowson  having  l>een  for  centuries  in  the 
family — the  other,  lieiug  the  reward  of  merit  or  good  flirtuiie,  call  it  what  you 
will,  having  l>een  presented  to  him  by  his  college.  Even  the  Whig  nilers, 
reckless  as  they  were  of  change,  destitute  as  they  had  shown  themselves  to  l>e 
of  principle,  and  bent  as  they  cordially  were  upon  spoliation^  would  not,  he 
hopM,  attempt  to  rob  him  of  the  former.  If  they  did,  his  fervent  wish  was, 
tfiatthey  would  not  send  dow  n  a  set  of  briefless  barristers,  without  irrinciplc  or 
character,  to  exercise  inquisitorial  {siwers,  and  to  institute  a  Star  Chamber  in 
every  district,  as  the  fittest  agents  to  execute  nefarious  pur|M>ftes — but  that  my 
Lord  Melbourne,  Lord  John  Russell,  Lord  Morpeth,  Master  Daniel  OTonnell 
(laughter),  and  the  leading  iiieml>ere  of  the  uegraded  Whig  administration 
would  themselves,  in  person,  come  down  to  eject  him  and  take  possessum  ;  and 
he  had  no  hesitation  in  saying  it  should  be  the  last  robbery  they  would  ever 
again  attempt  to  commit,  (Marks  of  imjiatience.)  The  other  living  he  was 
proud  to  affirm,  he  had  the  laudable  ambition  of  attempting  to  obtain  by  burn- 
tngfor  years  the  midnight  lamp,  and  by  being  elected  to  an  open  fellowshii)  at 
Braseii-nose.  Let  the  Whig  revolutionists  who,  unfortunately  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  country,  were  now  at  its  helm,  do  away  with  all  distinctionM  ; 
let  them,  in  corojnliance  with  the  clarmmr  of  their  mob  masters,  and  pmiisticul 
rulers,  abolish  ail  pluralities,  all  places  of  honour  and  emolument  in  the  Church, 
and  bring  us  down  to  one  degraded  levul,  and  the  Church  wrouhl  then  soon 
become  an  eaay  prey  to  her  inveterate  enemies,  and  sound  pirty  and  relifnon. 
ua  in  France,  be  banished  the  land.  H'hat  would  there  be  to  itsduce  men  of  the 
most  splendid  talents,  exalted  attainments,  and  genuine  piety,  to  enter  our  ^ 
i'hurck,  if  the  great  prizes  were  all  tt^tn  avayf  And  from  wlienco  but  from 
those  learned  mbodek  of  leisure  which  eonie  of  the  digaUiea  of  our  Chnrcli 
afbrd,  liave  iasiied  those  uonderoua  works  of  erudition,  wiiich  hare  from  time 
to  time  silenced  the  iuhdel,  reproved  the  ^iusaver^  and  eetablished,  upon  a 
hrm  sad  impregnable  basis,  the  great  trntns  of  ('hristianity  ?  (Hear.)  And, 
be  would  feerUaaly  ask,  what  was  it  that  eitlier  the  one  or  the  other  of  his 
punahea  lost  hy  liis  being  a  pluralist?  In  the  one  he  constantly  resided, 
performing  all  the  clerical  duties,  and  in  the  other  he  had  provided  two 
curates  to  perform  those  duties,  which  during  many  years  of  hie  residence

there,  he  had  perforroetl  alone.  And  he  allowe<l  those  curates  a  larger  annu<il 
sum  than  he  received  from  the  parisli,  with  the  exception  of  the  fees,  of  which 
it  was^eiddent  they  were  shortly  to  be  robbed,  to  gratift/  the  malignity  of  the 
Dissenters  against  the  Church,  should  the  present  Ministry  continue  much 
longer  in  office.  Such  was  the  extent  of  his  delinuueiicy  as  a  pluralist;  and 
he  confidently  appealed  to  them,  and  asked  if  it  rendered  him  undeserving  of 
their  conddence  or  the  public  esteem  ?  Having  now  cleared  away  the  rubbisli 
and  cobwebs  with  which  the  artful  and  disguising  had  attempted  to  obscure 
the  truth,  he  would  proceed  to  advert  more  piirticularly  to  tlic  toast,  *  The 
Bishop  and  Clergy  of  the  Diocese.*  The  Bishop  ami  the  Clergy,  then,^  it 
would  seeni,  mitwithstunding  the  villanou.s  attacks  and  barefaced  calumnies 
that  had  been  licaiied  ujK>n  them  fW*ni  every  (piarter,  had  still  some  friends  left. 
Yea,  and  those  not  iucoiisiderable  in  point  of*  iiiinibers,  and  distinguished  by 
talent,  property,  character,  and  influence  in  society.  But  the  time  was  now  coroe^ 
w  hen  the  Church  stood  in  need  of  sonu-thiiig  more  than  bare  professions  of 
attachment  from  her  sous.  .  Vea,  the  time  was  now  come  when  it  w'as  neces¬ 
sary  to  nerve  their  arm,  to  buckle  on  their  armour  for  the  conflict,  and  to  form 
the  noble  resolution  of  dying,  if  needs  he,  in  her  defence,  or  scaring  away  the 
ruthless  destroyer  from  their  prey  ?.  They  hiid  not  to  contend  against  a  com- 
iUon  enemy*.  Were  they  to  go  to  war  with  savages,  they  would  expect  nothirsg 
but  the  puisonexl  arrow  or  the  scalping  knife  ;  hut  their  foes  were  much  more 
dangerous  than  the  most  feiiK-ious  savages,  inasmuch  as  they  attacked  them 
under  the  assumed  and  treacherous  disguise  of  fi  lends,  falsely  pretending  that 
their  sole  object  w  as  to  reform  the  abuso.s,  or  pretended  abuses  of  the  Church, 
and  so  to  add  to  her  elTuiency  and  usefulness.  Now’,  how  had  they  attempted  to 
show  ^eir  friendship  and  reileein  their  pledge  ?  By  withdrawing  the  Govern¬ 
ment  grants  which  all  former  Guveriinients  liad  made  for  supplying  the  means 
of  Scriptural  instructitui  in  the  East,  and  to  our  colonists  in  S'orth  America, 
and  that  too  at  a  time  when  emigrution  to  America  was  encouraged  to  an  un- 
{mralleled  extent,  and  when  the  missionaries  were  so  disproportumate  to  thu 
arduous  duties  iiiqHised  u|M>n  them,  that  in  one  district  alone,  coiituining  a 
|M)pulati«ui  of  the  word  of  G«mI  had  not  been  heard,  nor  the  sacra¬ 

ment  adiiiiiii.stered  for  nearly  five  years.  The  ne.vt  demonstration  of  friendship 
to  the  Estublislied  ('huicli,  doubtless  witli  a  view  of  adding  to  her  eflicieiicy 
and  usefulness,  was  maiiifestcil  hy  their  destroving  ten  bishoprics,  whilst  they 
continued  the  enormous  grants  out  of  the  public  taxes  to  dissenting  ministers 
and  to  Mayn(M>th  ('ollege  in  In-laiid,  fur  the  education  of  Papist  priests,  who 
have  been  the  grand  promoters  of  murder,  midnight  conflagrations,  treason, 
and  rebellion.  This  had  been  followed  up  by  one  of  the  most  atrocious,  un¬ 
principled,  and  diabolical  measures  that  ever  disgraced  a  Christian  legislature, 
and  which  none  hut  the  very  refuse  of  the  Whig  faction,  iiiipelled  onwards  in 
the  mad  career  of  revolution  hy  Popish  agitator.*:,  intriguing  fanatical  Dis¬ 
senters,  ami  infidel  Uepuhlioans,  would  have  ever  had  the  audacity  to  insult  the 
public  hy  pro|M>siiig;  he  lueaat  that  most  infamous,  destructii'e,  and  dis- 


graceful  of  all  measures,  which,  if  carried  into  execution,  would  be  subversirje 
of  Protestantism  in  these  lands,  entitled  ‘  A  Bill  for  the  Better  Regulation  of 
Lcclesia-stical  Revenues,  and  the  Proniotioa  of  mural  and  religious  Instruc¬ 
tion  in  Ireland.*  He  had  intended  to  go  more  into  detail,  but  at  tliat  late 
hour  he  would  not  pursue  the  subject  farther.  (The  Rev.  (fentleman  had 
been  refieatedly  interrupted  by  the  iiiqiatienee  of  part  of  his  auditory.)  He 
w  ished,  huv%uvur,  to  advert  to  the  conduct  of  the  Wiiig-Rudiralvin  the  ILmse 
of  Commons,  with  reference  to  the  Churclu  Whenever  the  clergy  of  the 
Estuhlishcd  Church  were  dis|mragingly  mentioned  (and  they  were  never 
alluded  to  hy  certain  members  without  acrimony  and  the  bitterest  invective), 
sneh  discordant  yells  were  set  up,  ns  were  not  surpassed  in  a  ineuagerie  of 
wild  beasts  at  feeding  time,  tJua'e  being  nothsHg  human  but  their  form  :  and  he 
was  told  that  the  two  IVhig  members  for  that  county,  and  the  shallow-pated 
Kadical  for  the  city,  had  learned  the  Irish  yell  to  such  {lerfectioii,  that  they 
would  on  such  occasions  ustound  even  a  keeper  at  Pidcock*N  or  Wonibwell*s 
men  tgerie.  ( l.aiighter.)  And  this  wm  the  conduct  of  Legislators  of  the 
first  reformed  House  of  Cuininons.  The  next  leform  would  be,  should  the 
Whig  missionarv  of  Guvernmeut,  O'Connell,  not  succeed  iu  exciting  the  mob 
throughout  the  kingdom  to  overt  arts  of  revolution,  for  them  to  order  all  the 
prisons  to  disgorge  their  inmates,  und  the  dens  and  cages  their  indomitable 
inhabitants,  for  tlie  sake  of  obtaining,  if  |)t»ssil)le,  still  more  proper  auxiliaries 
fur  the  execution  of  their  purpoar-s.  Were  such  crenturcs  us  these  fit  to  legis¬ 
late  fur  the  Church?  No;  and  he  had  the  satisfaction  to  be  assured  that 
neither  of  the  Whig  memlrers,  nor  any  Whig,  nor  any  approver  of  the  unprin¬ 
cipled  conduct  of  the  present  adiuinistrutiuii,  would  be  again  returned  for  that 
county  or  city.  (Hear,  hear.)  Such  was  the  execration  and  abhorrence  with 
which  he  contemplated  the  Conduct  of  every  one  who  tutted  for  or  approved  tf 
the  Irish  church  spoliation  bill,  that  he  declared  he  would  not  trust  himself  tn 
company  with  any  of  them,  except  on  twut  conditions.  The  one  was,  that  he 
should  be  allowcil  to  wear  his  hat  all  the  time,  lest  some  of  them  should  fdek 
it ;  the  other,  that  he  should  be  permitted  to  go  amongst  them  without  any 
money  in  his  pocket,  lest  some  of  them  should  steid  his  purse.  (Great 
laughter.)  He  begged  to  propose,  as  a  toast,  ‘  May  the  Vvhig- Reformers 
learn  to  reform  their  own  [iriiiciples,  and  to  liecoine  honest  men,  and  may 
they  be  taught  to  have  os  much  res{>ect  for  the  propeity  of  others  as  for 
their  own.**’ 

This  is  one  of  the  men  who  enter  the  church  for  its  “great 
prizes.**  Let  us  look  a  little  more  closely  at  him,  und  see  the  sort 
of  stuflT  that  is  living  evidence  of  the  virtue  of  the  “great  prizes,** 
und  that  vindicates  pluralities. 

The  Aforninff  Chronicle  has  republished  a  curious  trial,  in  which 
the  Rev.  Joshua  figures  to  about  as  much  advantage  ns  in  the  Grand 
Conservative  Celebration. 

The  following  is  tlie  evidence  adduced  in  the  case  of  “  The  King  v.  Joshua

Mr  Benyon  (Attorney-General  for  Cheshire),  Mr  Beijeant  Cross,  ana  Mr 
Williams,  were  counsel  for  the  proeecution;  and  Mr  Jooee  and  Mr  l«air  for 
the  defence.

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THE  IRISH  CHURCH  AND  THE  REFORM 
ASSOCIATION. 

Never  was  there  a  case-oiade  out  so  abundantly  against  a  criminal, 
as  that  of  the  Irish  people  against  the  “  soi-disant”  Protestant  Church 
Establishment.  There  is  every  kind  of  evidence  that  the  matter  ad¬ 
mits  of.  There  is  the  ‘'a  priori*'  evidence  arising  from  the  wealth  of 
the  institution,  its  position,  and  its  structure,  enabling  a  child  to  pro¬ 
nounce  at  aglance  its  incapacity  for  any  enlightened,  civilized,  moral, 
or  religious  purpose.  There  is  the  demonstration  “  a  posteriori"  from 
the  statistical  survey  of  the  decline  and  fall  of  Protestantism 
under  its  misguidance.  There  is  the  documentary  proof  of  its 
manifold  sins  and  transgressions  from  every  page  of  the  history  of 
Ireland,  which  is  chiefly  made  up  of  the  records  of  its  marauding 
exploits  and  sanguinary  achievements.  There  is  the  evidence  of 
its  own  declarations  nnd  confessions,  for  it  has  spoken  by  the 
mouths  of  its  prophets  and  priests,  and  made^no  secret  of  its 
spirit  or  its  purposes.  There  is  the  national  poverty  bearing  wit¬ 
ness  against  its  riches ;  the  national  creed  against  its  intolerance ; 
the  national  disorders  against  its  factious  and  seditious  character. 
Lastly,  there  is  the  overwhelming  testimony  of  the  Divine  volume, 
where  it  is  written  that  lucre  is  filthy,  and  V  the  love  of  money  the 
root  of  all  evil;"  where  it  is  said,  **  put  up  thy  sword  into  the 
sheath,  for  they  that  draw  the  sword  shall  perish  by  the  sword ;" 
where  there  is  a  curse  pronounced  against  the  “  shepherds  that  feed 
themselves,  and  feed  not  their  sheep where  charity  is  enjoined, 
not  malice ;  peace  recommended,  not  war ;  humility  encouraged 
not  pride;  poverty  applauded,  not  opulence;  labour  ordained,  no* 
idleness;  abstinence  extolled,  not  gluttony;  Lazarus  rewarded,  not 
Dives  ;  Christ  held  up  to  imitation,  not  Judas,  or  Simon  Magus. 

The  "  Address  of  the  Reform  Association  to  the  Reformers  of 
England,  Scotland,  and  Wales,"  upon  the  Irish  Church  question, 
is  a  very  able  and  luminous  document,  and  is  not  one  of  the  least 
valuable  services  which  that  body  has  rendered  to  the  public.  The 
Address  is  pregnant  with  information,  temperate  in  its  language, 
and  applied  altogether  to  the  understanding  of  those  for  whom  it  is 
designed.  There  is  no  stupid  exaggeration  of  an  abuse,  which, 
described  In  the  most  chastened  language,  is  an  enormity  that  has 
never  been  exceeded  in  fact,  and  is  not  easily  [to  be  surpassed  in 
fancy.  We  have  here  the  wealth  of  the  Establishment  exactly 
computed,  a  view  of  its  position  clearly  taken,  an  account  accu¬ 
rately  drawn  up  of  its  working  and  its  cflects,  a  statement  of  the 
plan  "of  reform  introduced  last  Session,  and  a  forcible  and  totally 
unanswerable  reply  to  the  principal  objections  with  which  it  has 
been  assailed. 

The  income  of  the  Church  is  taken  in  this  paper  to  be  the  sum 
of  807,533/.,  agreeably  to  the  calculation  made  by  Lord  Morpeth  : 
it  is  made,  however,  quite  clear  that  the  annual  expense  to  which 
she  puts  the  country,  amounts  to  a  vast  deal  more,  for  the  Par¬ 
liamentary  grants  for  glebes,  and  churches,  charter-schools,  and  other 
similar  and  purely  ecclesiastical  objects,  are  to  he  added;  and  it  ap¬ 
pears  that  for  these  purposes  there  has  been  disbursed,  since  the 
Union,  a  no  less  sum  than  2,298,309/. !  There  is  further  to  he 
taken  into  consideration  the  64'0,000/.  advanced  last  year  under  the 
million  act ;  and  lastly,  the  altar  is  to  be  debited  with  the  cost  of 
the  police  and  military  forces,  kept  on  foot  to  maintain  it  in  its 
present  unchristian-like  and  oppressive  splendour.  It  is  a  very 
moderate  calculation  that  a  moiety  of  the  soldiery  and  constabulary 
in  Ireland,  are  troops  of  the  Church;  and  half  a  million  sterling  is 
therefore  fairly  to  be  added,  under  this  head  of  expense,  to  the 
gross  annual  amount  of  the  ecclesiastical  burthens.  * 

The  address,  having  unlocked  all  the  coflers  of  the  Church,  and 
exposed  their  contents  in  all  their  heinous  affluence,  proceeds  in  the 
following  words 

**  It  cannot  I>e  denied  that  the  cflurt  has  been  enormous — the  liberality 
of  our  legislature  indisputable — its  zeal  beyond  all  praise!  Hut  what 
has  been  the  result?  We  will  give  it  in  Lord  Morpeth’s  words.  The 
result  has  been  a  constantly  decreasing  Protestant  population,  with  a 
Church  revenue  as  constantly  upon  the  increase.  'I'he  number  of  I’ro- 
testants  to  Catholics  at  the  two  dificrent  epochs  of  1834  and  1766,  appears 
to  have  been  as  follows:  ” —

so  that,  while  the  total  population  quadrupled  in  100  years,  the  number 
of  Protestants  fell  off  by  one-fifth,  not  as  compared  with  the  whole  popu¬ 
lation,  but  as  compared  with  their  own  numbers  in  1731.” 

After  some  excellent  remarks,  suggested  by  these  undeniable 
proofs  of  the  havoc  committed  in  the  Protestant  fold  by  the  vora¬ 
cious  Clergy  of  the  Establishment,  the  document  draws  a  highly 
instructive  contrast  between  the  Church  in  Ireland  and  that  in 
Belgium : — 

In  Belgium,  where  there  is  a  Catholic  population  of  four  millions, 
the  whole  provision  for  the  Archbishop  of  Malines  and  the  five  Bishops 
I  who  perform  in  conjunction  with  him  the  duties  of  Episcopal  superinten¬ 
dence,  together  with  the  Vicars,  Canons,  and  other  Dignitaries,  the 
Colleges  attached  to  each  bishopric,  and  the  repair  of  the  cathedral 
and  other  churches,  amounts  to  434,800  francs,  or  about  11,000/.  For 
the  Parochial  Clergy,  in  the  nine  provinces  composing  the  Belgium 
monarchy,  a  sum  of  2,828,100  francs  is  allotted,  which  is  equivalent  to 
about  115,000/ ;  so  that  the  whole  expense  of  an  Establishment  for  four 
millions  of  people  does  not  exceed  130,000/,  in  which  sum  the  provision 
for  Church  rates  is  included.” 

Thus  the  spiritual  teaching  of  a  Belgian  for  a  calendar  year  costs 
less  than  a  shilling,  while  that  of  an  Irish  Protestant  comes  to  up« 
wards  of  a  guinea  !  Will  somebody  familiar  with  psychological  in¬ 
vestigations  do  the  world  the  favour  of  explaining  the  difference  be¬ 
tween  the  human  soul  in  Brabant,  and  the  human  soul  in  Ulster  ? 
An  extraordinary  difference  there  must  be  if  the  cure  of  the  latter 
is  impracticable,  save  at  more  than  twenty  times  the  sum  it  costs  to 
cure  the  former. 

The  address  then  goes  on,  and  states  with  great  perspicuity  and 
force  the  case  of  Scotland,  which,  often  as  it  has  been  brought  be¬ 
fore  our  readers,  we  offer  no  apology  for  again  calling  their  atten¬ 
tion  to 

“  The  present  population  of  Scotland  amounts  to  two  millions  and  a 
half,  of  whom  1,600,000,  at  the  least,  are  members  of  the  Established 
Presbyterian  Church.  The  whole  cost  of  this  church,  including  the 
Parliamentary  grant  of  11,430/.  per  annum,  the  object  of  which  is  to 
augment  to  150/.  and  200/.  respectively,  the  stipends  of  those  livings, 
which  do  not  produce  that  sum,  does  not  exceed  290,000/.  a  year ;  so  that 
the  spiritual  instruction  of  the  whole  Scotch  people  averages  exactly  three 
shillings  and  fourpcnce  per  head.  Now  mark  the  difference. 

“  In  Scotland  we  have  1,600,000  meinhers  of  the  Establishment,  with 
an  expenditure  of  269,000/.  In  Ireland  we  have  752,972  members  of  the 
Establishment,  with  an  expenditure  of  807,533/. 

“  In  Scotland  the  spiritual  instruction  of  each  member  of  the  Estab¬ 
lishment  costs  three  shillings  and  fourpencc. 

“  In  Ireland  the  spiritual  instruction  of  each  member  of  the  £stab<. 
lishment  costs  twenty-one  shillings  and  fivepence. 

“  In  Scotland  two-thirds  of  the  population  actually  belong  to  the  Es¬ 
tablishment,  and  all  once  did. 

“  In  Ireland  the  Protestant  Episcopalian  population  constitutes  about 
one-tenth  of  the  whole  population,  and  the  proportion  varies  from  10  to 
17  (as  in  Armagh),  to  10  to  58  (  Dublin),  10  to  188  (Cashel),  and  10  to 
259,  as  in  Tuam,  where  all  the  anomalies  of  the  system  are  most  deeply 
and  painfully  felt.” 

Facts  and  comparisons  such  as  these  cannot  be  laid  too  often  be¬ 
fore  the  public  eye.  They  arc  strong  lights  to  read  Aflss  Biddy 
Fudge’s  "poor  dear  Irish  Church"  by.  They  reveal  the  genius  of 
the  system,  and  serve  as  a  sort  of  Apocalypse  of  Mammon.  If  the 
comparison  of  the  Irish  Church  with  the  Scotch  does  not  exhibit 
"  the  surplus,"  no  demonstration  can.  Were  the  State- Protestants 
twice  as  numerous  as  they  arc,  every  farthing  at  present  possessed 
by  the  establishment  in  Ireland,  beyond  the  income  of  that  in  Scot- 
lantl,  or  269,000/.,  would  still  be  over  and  above  what  is  wanting 
for  the  pious  instruction  of  its  members.  Here,  then,  would  be  a 
surplus  of  nearl)^  600,000/.,  upon  a  principle  of  computation  the 
most  valid  possible,  unless  it  be  candidly  admitted  tnat  an  Irish 
parson  would  not  take  care  of  his  parishioners*  immortal  interests, 
unless  he  were  better  fed,  and  housed,  and  clothed  than  a  Scotch 
minister.  There  would  be  this  excess  upon  the  supposition  of  a 
double  State-Protestant  population,  or  one  of  1,500,000  souls: 
yet  we  are  told  that  with  only  half  that  number,  not  merely  would 
not  a  revenue  of  269,000/.  be  sufficient,  but  that  not  a  groat  can 
be  spared  out  of  the  whole  807,533/.,  even  for  such  an  object  as 
the  education  and  civilization  of  seven  millions  of  people,  those 
seven  millions  being  at  the  same  moment  a  theme  of  untiring 
invective  in  the  same  mouths  for  their  ignorance  and  rude¬ 
ness,  and  the  crimes  that  rudeness  and  ignorance  are  the  parents 
of:  and  all  this  (monstrous  as  it  is,  and  seemingly  incapable  of 
aggravation),  heightened  by  the  circumstance,  never  to  be  forgotten, 
that  there  is  actual  arithmetical  proof  that  the  Reformed  faith  has 
ail  but  perished  under  the  load  of  the  ecclesiastical  trea¬ 
sures,  like  the  covetous  maiden  in  Roman  story,  beneath  the  silver 
shields  for  which  slie  bargained  to  betray  the  sacred  trust  reposed 
in  her. 

Upon  another  occasion  we  shall  probably  make  further  use  of 
the  valuable  paper  before  ut,  particularly  of  those  passages  which 
explain  and  vindicate  the  Appropriation  Clauses  of  Lord  Morpeth's 
measure:  for  the  present  we  conclude  with  the  closing  para¬ 
graph  of  the  Address,  the  whole  of  which,  we  repeat,  is  wortny  of 
the  profound  attention  of  all  who  wish  to  undenitand  the  questioa 
of  tne  Irish  Church. 

**  If,  therefore,  there  be  injuetiM  in  appropriatiiig  to  752, H52  Froteetaiit 
EpUoopaluiiis  a  fund  originally  intended  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole 
population  of  Ireland  j  if  thare  be  injuaiioe  in  withholding  ttom  tix 
miilious  and  a  half  of  Catholks  all  partkipation  in  ibis  a  jari^  ifitfW 
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of  which  is  produced  by  their  labour  ;  if  the  monopoly  now  enjoyed  by 
the  Established  Church  have  a  tendency  to  produce  jealousy  and  hatred 

without _ laxity  and  stupineness  amongst  its  own  members — and  we  hold 

that  these  facts  have  been  proved  beyond  the  power  of  doubt  or  contradic¬ 
tion _ we  have  little  apprehension  that  such  a  system  will  meet  with  the 

support  of  an  enlightened  people.  They  will  feel  that  the  spiritual 
interests  of  the  Church  are  best  promoted  not  by  upholding  enormous 
temporalities,  but  by  removing  the  present  disproportion  between  the 
remuneration  and  the  duties  of  the  clergy.  They  will  not  accuse  their 
Catholic  fellow-countrymen  of  dissaffection  because  they  are  writhing 
under  a  sense  of  perpetual  injustice ;  nor  will  they  think  that,  in  re¬ 
dressing  proved  abuses,  they  are  injuring  an  Establishment  for  whose 
/ust  claims  it  is  impossible  to  feel  too  deep  a  consideration.  It  is  justicx 
alone  that  is  wanting  in  Ireland.  It  is  justice  that  the  Catholics  ask. 
It  is  JUSTICE  that  the  Government  of  Lord  Melbourne,  and  the  majority 
which  has  borne  that  Government  triumplnmily  through  the  recent 
struggle  in  the  House  of  Commons,  seek  at  the  hands  of  the  people  of 
Great  Britain.” 

IIEFORM  OF  THE  PEERS,  AND  POLICY  OF 
MINISTERS. 

The  following  judicious  remarks  arc  extracted  from  the  Sjoec. 

tator : — 

«  The  Globe  intimates  that  Government  is  not  prepared  to  sanction  any 
attack  upon  the  hereditary  legislative  privileges  of  the  Peers.  It  is  not 
desired  that  Ministers  should  do  anything  of  the  kind.  But  his  expected 
that  they  will  not  commit  over  again  the  grand  mistake  of  Eail  Grey, 
and  place  themselves  between  the  People  and  the  Peers.  From  the  tone 
adopted  by  some  of  the  Ministerial  speakers  and  writers,  a  suspicion  has 
arisen  that  such  is  their  intention.  Let  us  warn  them  in  all  friendliness 
against  such  suicidal  folly.  We  repeat  that  they  are  not  expected  to  head 
the  movement  on  this  question.  The  time  will  come  when  the  British 
Ministry,  whatever  may  be  its  party  composition,  must  make  the  Reform 
of  the  House  of  Peers  a  Government  question  ;  but  that  time  has  not  yet 
arrived,  and  in  the  meanwhile  all  that  Lord  Melbourne  and  his  colleagues 
have  to  do  is  to  let  public  opinion  take  its  course  freely.  A  different 
policy,  we  do  not  hesitate  to  say,  would  insure  their  overthrow,  and  hurry 
on  the  change  they  wished  to  avert, — making  that  violent,  and  perhaps 
too  sweeping,  which  ought  to  be  well  considered  and  cautiously  effected. 
Earl  Grey  gave  a  fresh  impetus  to  the  movement  while  seeking  to  re¬ 
strain  it.  His  Ministry  was  shattered  in  the  attempt.  I.ord  Melbourne, 
it  is  lo  be  hoped,  will  act  with  more  knowledge  and  foresight.  All  that 
is  required  from  him  is,  not  to  impede  the  progress  of  the  great  question 
which  has  been  taken  up  so  seriously  and  zealously  by  a  very  large  pro¬ 
portion  of  his  independent  supporters — men  who  neither  have  nor  seek 
for  favours  or  places,  whose  influence  is  based  upon  their  popularity,  and 
who  (as  Earl  Grey,  Sir  Robert  Peel,  and  Lord  Melbourne  ought  by  this 
time  to  know  right  well)  hold  the  balance  of  power  in  their  hands,  and 
must,  in  the  long  run,  determine  the  policy  of  the  Government.” 

REGISTRATION— EXTRAORDINARY  DECISION. 

[From  the  Morning  ChrouuU.'\ 

One  of  the  first  objects  to  which  the  attention  of  Parliament  will  be 
called  next  session  is,  the  defects  of  the  Reform  Act,  with  regard  to  re¬ 
gistration.  The  country  is  at  present  perplexed  with  the  most  contra- 
dictorv  decisions,  the  barristers  in  one  district  acting  in  direct  opposition 
to  those  of  another.  A  striking  instance  of  this  contrariety  is  afforded 
in  the  case  of  the  shareholders  of  the  New  River  Company.  Claims 
have  been  advanced  for  these  shareholders  to  vote  as  freeholders  in  the 
counties  of  Middlesex  and  Hertford.  In  the  county  of  Middlesex  they 
were  rejected  by  Mr  Coventry  ;  while,  in  Hertfordshire,  they  have  been 
admitted  by  Messrs  Knapp  and  Peake.  The  decision  of  the  two  last 
gentlemen  gives,  in  effect,  to  the  shareholders  of  the  New  River  Com¬ 
pany,  the  return  of  Members  for  the  county  of  Hertford.  The  principle 
of  that  decision  ajipears  to  us  most  extraordinary.  It  is  no  other  than 
this,  that  the  profits  of  trade  are  to  give  freehold  qualifications.  Mr 
Peake,  for  instance,  decided  that  the  actual  dividend  paid  to  the  share- 
liolders  of  the  company,  without  regard  to  the  source  from  which  it  was 
derived,  whether  as  a  profit  upon  the  outlay  of  capital  in  steam-engines, 
iron  pipes  for  conduits,  or  profit  upon  the  water  purchased  of  the  River 
Lee  Company,  or  from  water  raised  from  their  own  spring  at  Chadwell, 
or  from  the  rents  of  actual  freeholds  in  the  county,  constituted  a  freehold, 
and  conferred  a  right  to  vote  for  the  county.  The  net  income  of  the 
Company  was  proved  to  be  upwards  of  50,000/.  per  annum,  and  assum¬ 
ing  25,000/.  of  this  to  belong  to  Hertfordshire,  the  shares  may  be  so  di¬ 
vided  and  subdivided,  as  to  give  ten  or  twelve  thousand  votes  in  each 
county.  It  seems  tliat  some  of  the  shares  are  actually  at  this  moment 
divided  into  24  and  even  36  parts.  Upon  this  principle  we  really  do  not 
see  where  voting  for  freeholds  is  to  stop,  or  liow  any  check  can  be  im¬ 
posed  on  claims.  The  landlord  of  a  coal,  lead,  or  copper  mine,  may  claim 
for  such  mine.  The  shareholders  of  Companies  may  also  claim  as  tenants 
paying  a  certain  amount  of  rent.  But,  according  to  Mr  Peake,  they 
may  luso  swear  to  the  amount  of  profits  derived  by  them  from  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  steam-engines  to  the  raising  of  coal,  lead,  or  copper,  and  the 
machinery  used  in  conveying  it  to  market,  and  in  this  manner,  every  per¬ 
son  who  possesses  a  right  to  a  dividend  of  2/.  ought  to  be  allowed  to  vote 
for  representatives  for  the  county. 

SIDE  ARMS. 

For  many  months  past  the  newspapers  have  teemed  with 
accounts  ot  the  outrages  committed  by  soldiers  with  their  side- 
arms  ;  but  the  evil  is  left  to  take  its  course.  If  the  Tories  had 
remained  in  power,  loud  would  have  been  the  outcry  against  the 
Ministry  for  its  neglect  of  the  public  safety ;  but  under  the  present 
dispensation  it  has  seemed  too  much  to  call  upon  the  Government 
of  the  country  to  control  the  Horse  Guards.  **  A  lion  is  in  the 
way  ** — Lord  Hill  may  not  be  meddled  with.  It  seems  good  to 
him  that  foot  soldiers  should  uear  their  bayonets  off  duty  ;  so  his 
Majesty's  sulnects  must  be  content  to  be  stabbed  whenever  an 
mfuriated  ruman  is  tempted  to  use  the  deadly  weapon  at  his  side. 
We  marvel  how  Lord  John  Russell  regards  this  matter.  Does 
.  he  hold  that  the  bayonet  off*  duty  has  the  sanction  of  custom,  and 
f  that  the  innovation  of  taking  it  away  would  be  dangerous  to  the 


monarchy  ?  Does  he  argue  that  after  all,  though  the  soldiers  do 
stab  peaceable  subjects,  yet  they  ultimately  are  overpowered  and 
committed  to  custody,  and  that  it  is  better  for  the  public  to  look 
for  safety  lo  the  effect  of  public  opinion  upon  the  soldiers,  and  to 
enlightenment  and  improved  knowledge  and  discussion,  than  to  the 
innovation  of  taking  away  the  means  of  mischief?  Would  he  have 
us  hope  that  in  time  incensed  foot  soldiers  will  argue  their  differ¬ 
ences,  instead  of  promptly  settling  them  with  the  point  of  the 
weapon  that  dangles  so  invitingly  at  their  sides? 

A  case  of  outrage  referable  to  the  practice  of  wearing  the  bayonet 
off’  duty  has  just  been  tried  at  the  Westminster  Sessions,  and  we 
beg  that  the  circumstances  maybe  marked,  together  with  the  punish¬ 
ment,  and  that  the  punishment  again  may  be  compared  with  the 
usual  penalties  for  very  trifling  offences  : — 

“  haac  Liniouj  private  in  the  Scotch  Fusileers,  was  indicted  for  cutting# 
stabbing,  and  wounding  Joseph  Trinde.  * 

“  Joseph  Trinde,  sworn  :  On  the  1st  of  August  last,  about  half-past  six 
o’clock,  I  was  passing  down  South  Molton  street,  and  saw  the  prisoner 
another  man,  and  an  old  gentleman,  wlio  were  standing  near  each  other  * 
the  old  gentleman  said  to  me,  pointing  at  the  soldier,  *  Look  at  that  vill 
lain,  he  has  knocked  me  down  !*  I  told  him  to  give  him  in  charge  to  the 
police ;  the  soldier  then  said  to  the  man  with  him,  ‘  Well,  I  have  knocked 
the  old  fellow  down,  and  if  you  will  go  and  knock  that  one  down  (point¬ 
ing  to  me)  I’ll  stand  a  pot,  by - .’  The  man  came  up  instantly  and 

knocked  me  down  ;  a  policeman  came  up,  and  the  old  gentleman  called 
him  to  take  charge  of  the  soldier  and  his  companion,  hut  the  policeman 
went  on  and  refused  to  interfere  ;  the  soldier  then  addressed  a  woman  who 
was  with  me,  and  after  calling  her  an  improper  name,  said,  *  If  you  don't 
go  on  I’ll  punch  you  he  struck  her,  and  I  said  *  don’t  strike  the  woman,' 
upon  which  he  tried  to  strike  me,  but  I  fenced  off  his  blows;  he  then 
challenged  me  to  come  out  to  fight ;  I  told  him  I  would  not,  I  was  a  poor 
cripple ;  he  then  drew  his  bayonet,  and  tpithout  any  mure  words  ran  it  into 
my  side,  close  above  the  hip,  with  very  great  violence,  so  that  he  drove  me 
against  the  railings  of  the  house  ;  the  bayonet  stuck  in,  and  was  stopped  by 
the  bone ;  the  prisoner  pulled  it  out  of  my  side,  and  after  wiping  it  across 
the  sleeve  of  hh  coat,  replaced  it  in  the  sheath  ;  he  then  tried  to  strike  me  as 
I  lay  on  the  ground,  but  did  not  reach  his  arms  low  enough  ;  he  was  in  the 
act  of  jumping  upon  me,  when  a  butcher  came  up,  and  seizing  him  round 
the  waist,  threw  liiin  into  the  road;  I  called  *  murder  !’ and  the  policeman 
came  up. 

“  Thomas  Light,  police  constable  C  26,  stated,  that  on  hearing  ‘  mur¬ 
der  !’  cried,  he  ran  to  the  spot,  and  saw  the  butcher  standing  over  the  sol¬ 
dier  with  the  bayonet  in  his  hand,  having  taken  it  from  him ;  the  prose¬ 
cutor,  who  was  bleeding  profusely  from  the  side,  was  conveyed  to  Mid¬ 
dlesex  Hospital,  where  the  wound  was  dressed. 

The  prisoner  put  in  a  wiitten  defence,  in  which  he  deplored  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  compelling  soldiers  to  wear  their  side  arms  when  off  duty,  as,  when 
intoxicated,  some  persons  were  very  irritable,  and  he,  unfortunately,  hap¬ 
pened  to  he  a  man  of  that  kind. 

The  Jury  returned  a  verdict  of  Guilty,  and  said  they  were  of  opinion 
that  a  bayonet  was  not  a  proper  instrument  for  a  soldier  to  wear,  except 
when  on  duty. 

“  The  Court,  in  consideration  of  the  imprisonment  already  endured  by  the 
prisoner,  sentenced  him  to  six  months*  further  confinement  and  hard  libour.'* 

To  say  notliing  of  the  other  outrages,  for  driving  a  bayonet  into  a 
man's  body,  and  kicking  him  as  he  lay  on  the  ground,  and  attempt¬ 
ing  to  jump  on  his  bleeding  body, — in  fact  for  an  attempt  to  murder 
— eight  months*  confinement  altogether,  before  and  after  sentence, 
is  thought  by  tlie  Westminster  Bench  a  suflicient  punishment.  We 
have  seen  a  boy  committed  for  six  mouths  for  stealing  half-a-dozen 
apples. 

In  the  above  evidence  it  is  stated  that  a  policeman  refused  to  in¬ 
terfere.  It  has  been  repeatedly  asserted  that  the  police  have  orders 
not  to  interfere  when  his  Majesty's  soldiers  are  pleased  to  riot  and 
to  attack  his  Majesty's  subjects;  and  it  would  be  well  that  the  fact 
should  be  ascertained,  whether  indeed  the  public  have  no  immediate 
protection  against  military  outrage.  It  has  been  held  in  excuse  for 
military  interference,  that,  in  cases  of  riot,  soldiers  are  under  the 
common  obligation  of  all  the  King's  subjects  to  assist  in  restoring  the 
peace;  but  are  police  officers  alone  exempt  from  this  obligation 
when  soldiers  happen  to  be  parties  in  a  riot  ?

The  tragedy  of  Ion  is  written  on  the  model  of  the  Greeks,  and  in 
accordance  with  their  notions  of  the  influence  of  Destiny ; — hut 
never,  out  of  such  dark  notions,  has  been  struck  a  light  so  lovely. 
The  iron  scales  which  have  hitherto  fenced  and  hardened  them,  here 
“  melt  and  drop  off,"  and  Nature  rises  higher,  even  as  the  instru¬ 
ment  of  Fate,  than  she  might  have  done  as  the  mistress  of  Humanhl* 
There  is  a  mild  yet  awful  beauty  in  tlie  character  of  Ion  which  re¬ 
conciles  the  extremes  of  calamitv  and  duty,  which  in  despair  keeps 
up  the  loveliness  of  hope,  ai  d  **  vindicates  the  ways  of  God  to 
man." 

The  scene  of  Ion  is  at  Argos,  during  the  reigo  of  .King  AdreiM* 
A  fearful  plague  is  raging,  and  the  sages  of  the  city  have  been  pf** 
vailed  upon  by  Medon,  the  high-priest  of  Apollo,  to  take  refuge 
within  his  temple.  As  in  the  tragedy  of  Euripidet,  Ion  is  a  foundling* 
has  been  educated  in  this  temple,  and  assists  in  its  services.  Here, 
however,  the  resemblance  ends.  The  Ion  of  the  English  writer  **» 
with  submission,  a  nobler  creation  than  him  of  the  great  Greek  t^ 
gedy.  He  is  exquisitely  sketched  before  hb  appearance  on  tne 
BCCDC,  from  his  childhood,  when 
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^  He  was  found  within  the  sacred  pro?e, 

Smilin,^  amidst  the  storm,  a  most  rare  infant^ 

through  the  etherial  loveliness  of  his  young  life,  which  in  its  mild¬ 
ness  and  beauty  had 

‘‘  Flowed 

From  its  mysterious  urn  a  sacred  stream, 

In  whose  calm  depth  the  beautiful  and  pure 
Alone  are  mirroi’d” — 


until  shortly  before  the  tragedy  opens,  when  sterner  influences  had 
been  seen  pressing  on  him,  and 

“  His  step, 

Its  airiness  of  yesterday  for^tten, 

Awakes  the  echoes  of  those  desolate  courts 
As  if  a  warrior  of  heroic  mould 
Paced  them  in  armour  !” 


Ion  here  enters,  and  seeks  the  pardon  of  Timocles.  He  is  rebuked — 
but  again  vindicates  his  purpose,  asking  the  Argive  sage  if  he  is 


wearied  of  his  being,  and  entreating  him — 


‘‘  Do  not  lose 

The  great  occasion  thou  has  pluck'd  from  misery^ 
Nor  play  the  spendthrift  vith  a  great  despair, 
But  use  it  noblv  !  ’* 


But  use  it  nobly  !  ’* 

The  interest  we  now  fee!  in  Ion  is  intense,  and  he  sustains 
it  by  several  bursts  of  lofty  enthusiasm.  Uetnrned  from  the 
very  midst  of  the  plague  (for  he  alone  is  permitted  to  “  visit  the  sad 
city  at  his  will  ’*),  he  is  enveloped  with  a  lender  and  awful  beauty. 
No  thought  of  resentment  or  passion  upon  him,  he  seems  as  in¬ 
sensible  to  the  approach  of  any  such  feeling,  as  he  has  been  to  the 
touch  of  disease  or  death.  Medon,  the  high  priest,  soon  enters, 
hailing  a  presage  of  hope  in  the  aspect  of  the  sky,  and  of  help. 

But  help  achiev'd  in  blood.” 

At  this  Ion  starts,  his  countenance  changes,  and  we  begin  to  feel 
the  influences  upon  him.  They  are  again  subdued,  however,  to 
a  tone  of  grand  tranquillity,  by  the  beauty  ami  chanty  of  his 
nature.  After  describing  a  desperate  revel  which  the  King,  shut  up 
with  his  guards  in  his  palace,  had  indulged  during  the  past  night,  in 
the  nridst  of  the  misery  of  Argos,  he  closes  with  an  expression  of 
pity,  and,  rebuked  by  Timocles ,  who  asks  him  what  plea  he  can  dis¬ 
cover  for  the  tyrant,  sweetly  rejoins — 

Is  he  not  childless, {friendless,  and  a  King!  ” 

These  are  indeed  the  cause  of  the  recklessness  of  Adrastas, 
while  to  the  latter  the  sages  attribute  the  visitation  of  the  plague, 
as  a  special  curse  of  Heaven.  Before  the  tragedy  opens, 
Phocion  (the  son  of  Medon)  had  been  dispatched  to  Delphos,  with 
the  King’s  consent,  to  seek  its  real  cause  from  the  Oracle ;  but 
shortly  after  his  departure,  Adrastus  hud  become  more  frantic 
and  restless,  refused  to  meet  the  sages  of  the  city,  scourged  one 
of  their  messengers,  and  threatened  death  to  the  next  who  should 
go  unbidden.  Ion  implores  the  perilous  office  now,  and  with  such 
irresistible  fervour  of  entreaty,  that  Medon  cannot  withhold  it. 
Before  departing,  he  asks  only  to  see  his  “  fair  playfellow,”  (7/e- 
mnnthe,  the  daughter  of  Medon,  an  exquisite  creation  of  the  poet. 
The  scene  which  ensues  we  will  challenge,  in  the  presence  of  the 
whole  acted  drama,  for  unequalled  delicacy  and  depth  of  feeling, 
and  a  most  enchanting  tenderness.  We  know  nothing  finer.  It  opens 
with  some  descriptions  of  the  miseries  of  the  plague-stricken 
Argives,  that  are  grand  and  pathetic  to  the  last  degree.  We  must  ; 
pass  these.  Ion  at  lust  declares  his  pur[)ose,  and  L'lemnnthe,  by  a  ! 
thousand  entreaties  and  passionate  denials,  says  that  he  shall  | 
not  go;  adding,  with  that  egotism  which  is  the  offspring  of  love, 
self-caring  for  other’s  sake,  that  when  he  departs  she  *’  shall  be 
alone.” 

The  scene  of  the  second  act  rises  on  a  terrace  of  the  palace  of  { 
Adroitut,  along  which  the  tyrant  walks  with  feverish  restlessness, 
heedless  of  the  infectious  airs  that  blow  from  across  the  town.  A 
soldier  enters,  and  fearfully  announces  the  approach  of  a  messenger 
from  Argos.  The  King  orders  the  headsman  to  be  set  in  readiness. 
He  knows  that  he  is  doomed,  but  he  will  not  suffer  **  murky  discon¬ 
tent  ”  to  veil  his  ”  setting  glories.”  Crythes  and  Ion  enter— 

“  Crythes,  The  king  ! 

Adrastus.  Stranger,  I  bid  thee  welcome ; 

We  are  about  to  tread  the  same  dark  passage. 

Thou  almost  on  the  instant — Is  the  sword  [  To  Crythes. 

or  iustice  sharpen’d,  and  the  lieadsman  ready  ? 

Crythes,  Thou  mayst  behokl  Uiens  plainly  in  the  court ; 

Keen  now  the  solemn  soldiers  line  the  grmind ; 

The  rteel  gleams  on  the  aittr )  tod  the  slave 
Disrobes  huaself  for  doty. 
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Adrastus  [T’o  I<m\,  Dost  thou  see  them  ? 

Ion.  I  do. 

Adrastus.  By  Heaven,  he  does  not  change  ! 

If,  even  now,  thou  wilt  depart  and  leave 
Thv  traitorous  thoughts  unspoken,  thou  art  free. 

Ion.  I  thank  thee  for  thy  offer :  but  I  stand 
Before  thee  for  the  lives  of  thousands,  rich 
In  all  that  makes  life  precious  to  the  brave; 
Who  perish  not  alone,  but  in  their  fall 
Break  the  far-spreading  tendrils  that  they  feed. 
And  leave  them  nurtureless.  If  thou  wilt  hear  i 
For  them,  1  am  content  to  speak  no  more.”

By 
several  impressive  touches  of  truth  and  suffering,  we  have  been 
made  conscious  of  the  terrible  plague  that  rages  without  the  temple, 
when  'nniocles,  a  sage  of  Argos,  enters  to  his  fellow  sages,  Agenor 
and  Cleon,  in  ruffled  temper.  He  will  not  tell  what  moves  him. 
Agenor  says  finely; — 

“  Nav,  thou  must  tell  thy  wrong:  whate’er  it  prove, 

I  hail  thy  anger  as  a  ho})eful  sign. 

For  it  revives  the  thought  of  household  days, 

When  the  small  bickerings  of  friends  had  space 

To  fret,  and  Death  kos  not  for  ever  nigh 

To  frown  upon  estrangement.  What  has  moved  thee  ?  ” 

It  then  appears  that  Timocles  had  been  forcibly  stopped  by  Ion  in  an 
attempt  to  pass  from  the  temple  into  the  town,  lii  vain  lie  had 
pressed  onward.  The  youth  with  resistless  strength  led  him  back, 
replaced  the  ponderous  bars  of  the  gate, 

“  And,  with  a  hiok 

As  modest  as  he  wore  in  childhood,  left  me.” 


How  dramatic  this  is  !  So  indeed  is  the  entire  tragedy.  Through¬ 
out  it  is  an  expression  of  passion  and  situation,  not  a  mere  descrip¬ 
tion  of  them.  We  feel  as  if  we  ourselves  had  suddenly  stepped 
upon  the  scene. 

The  interview  of  Ion  and  Adrastus  is  of  surpassing  beauty. 
Prompted  by  an  influence  that  sustains  him  above  fear  and  anger 
and  hate,  Ion  speaks  to  the  tyrant  of  love.  His  abuost  superhuman 
courage  has  hitlierto  obliged  Adrastus  to  listen,  but  as  the  youth 
proceeds,  his  tone  calls  back  past  days  to  bis  agitated  listener, 
and  the  holy  flame  of  the  love-breathing  words  of  Ion,  piercing 
the  imagination  of  Adrastus,  reveals  the  inmost  recesses  of  his 
thought,  and  tlie  history  of  his  sufferings.  The  effect  is  magical. 
Never,  as  in  this  story,  was  superstition  so  beautified,  or  such  bland 
and  noble  conceptions  so  mingled  with  the  darkest  evils  of  life. 
Adrastus  describes  the  doom  which  overshadowed  his  birth— 


“  At  my  birth 

This  city,  which,  expectant  of  its  PrTiice, 
l.ay  hush’d,  broke  out  in  clamourous  eostucies; 

Yet,  in  that  moment,  while  the  uplifted  cups 
Foam’d  with  the  choicc.^t  product  of  the  sun. 

And  welcome  thundered  from  a  thousand  throats.^ 

IVIy  doom  was  seal’d.  From  the  hearth's  vacant  space, 
In  the  dark  chamber  where  my  mother  lay^ 

Faint  with  the  sense  of'  pain^ought  happiness. 

Came  forth,  in  heart-uppalling  tone,  these  words 
Of  me,  the  nurseling — ‘  Woe  unto  the  bal)c! 

Against  the  life  which  now  begins  shall  life 
Lighted  from  thence  be  arm’d,  and  both  soon  quench’d. 
End  this  great  line  in  sorrow  !  ’  ” 


— The  unhappy  monarch  then  describes  the  persecutions  he  is  sub 
jected  to,  in  the  endeavour  to  avert  this  oracle.  His  life  is  threatened 
at  last  with  shame  and  death,  and  he  flies  from  the  city  to  the 
neighbouring  woods,  when  bis  steps  are  stayed  “  by  the  bright 
vision  ”  of  a  mournful  maiil.  Scarcely  has  he  embraced  a  son,  the 
offspring  of  his  union  with  her,  when  murderers  rush  upon  their 
liannt  and  seize  the  hoy.  They  had  been  so  sent  by  the  parents  of 
Adrastus  to  avert  the  dreadful  oracle.  The  child  is  heard  as  if 
dashed  into  the  neighbouring  river,  and  the  mother  dies.  As 
Adrastus  exclaims  that  he  recognizes  her  ”  dying  patience”  in 
the  gaze  of  Ion,  Crythes  enters  to  claim  his  prisoner  for  the  heads¬ 
man.  The  King  drives  him  back,  and  at  lorfs  entreaty,  consents 
within  an  hour  to  meet  the  Argive  Sages.  Tlic  youth  leaves  him, 
the  dream  of  long-past  days  vanishes,  and  he  is  again  a  King ! 

The  tragedy  proceeds  with  the  deepest  interest  and  a  striking 
solemnity.  In  the  great  square  of  the  city,  Adrastus,  seated  on  his 
throne,  hears  the  assembled  Sages.  Agenor,  in  one  of  the  very 
finest  speeches  in  the  tragedy,  describes  to  him  the  condition  of 
his  kingdom — Adrastus  spurns  his  complaints,  and  the  Sages  appeal 
to  Jove.  At  this  inomeiit  Phocion  rushes  in  with  the  answer  of  the 
oracle.  He  proclaims  it  aloud  to  the  Argives: — 

“  Argos  ne’er  shall  find  release 

Till  her  monarch’s  race  shall  cease.” 


The  soldiers  of  the  King  seize  him,  and  surround  the  people.  This 
Lcenc  is  constructed  with  great  dramatic  power.  At  this  instant  of 
it  the  shadow  of  Destiny  falls  heavily  and  darkly  on  the  soul  of  Ion, 
yet  he  makes  one  desperate  effort  to  save  the  King.  He  is  unsuc¬ 
cessful,  but  Phocion  is  released,  and  Adrastus  leaves  the  Council, 
”  to  mutter  treason  till  they  perish.” 

The  third  act  is  devoted  to  the  action  of  Destiny  and  Fate.  Ion 
is  represented  with  beautiful  projiriety  and  intense  dramatic  skill 
surmountiug  them,  even  while  he  yields.  Their  fascination  is  hor¬ 
rible,  yet  noble.  He  describes  it  to  Clemanthe,  who  then  strives  to 
re-asbiire  him  of  joy  in  Argos,  for  that  keen  revenge  and  hatred  must 
soon  crush  the  tyrant.  \Vhat  ensues  has  a  sudden  and  startling 
effect.  We  feel  it  as  it  will  pierce  the  theatre: — 

Ion.  Not  by  such  base  agents 
May  the  august  lustration  be  achieved  : 

He  who  Mhall  cleauKe  his  ooontry  from  the  guilt 
For  which  Heaven  smites  her,  should  be  pure  of  soul, 

(iuileless  as  iufuncy,  and  undisturb’d 


By  personal  anger  us  thy  father  is 
When  with  unswerving  hand  and  piteous  eye 
He  6to(>s  the  brief  life  of  the  innocent  kid 
Bound  with  white  fillets  to  the  altar;— eo 


Knwreath’d  by  fate  the  royal  victim  heaves, 

And  soon  his  breast  shall  shrink  beneath  the  knife 
Of  the  seieeted  slayer  t 

Clemanthe.  *Tis  thyself 

Whom  thy  strange  lan^^e  pictures— Ion  1  thon— 

Ion.  She  has  said  it !  Iter  pure  li{M  have  sfjoken  out 
What  all  thii^  intimate didst  thou  not  mark 
Ate  for  the  office  of  avenger — me  f  ” 

In  the  scene  which  follows  this,  the  youths  of  Argos  have  assem¬ 
bled  in  a  lonely  grove,  round 

«  A  rude  alUr,  overgrown  with  moss, 

'  And  stained  with  drippings  of  a  million  showers”— | 

to  devote  themselves  to  the  destruction  of  Adrastus,  They  are 
headed  by  Phocion  and  Ctesiphon  (the  latter  of  whom  burns  to 
wvetige  a  father’s  death  eveii  iiK>r«  tbau  the  public  wruug}^  but  Jtm 
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For  my  dear  country’s  welfare.  Let  this  blow  ^ 

End  all  her  sorrows  ! 

[Stabs  hinuiey'  and  falls,  Ctesiphon  rushts  to  catri  l: 

Qesiphon,  thou  art  ^*** 

Avenged,  and  wilt  forgive  me. 

Ctesiphon,  Thou  hast  pluck’d 
The  poor  disguise  of  hatred  from  my  soul, 

And  made  me  feel  how  low  and  base  a  thing 
Is  vengeance.  Could  I  die  to  save  thee  1 

Clem^ntke. 

Let  me  support  him — stand  away — indeed 
I  have  best  right,  although  ye  know  it  not. 

To  cling  to  him  in  death. 

Ion,  This  is  a  Joy 

1  did  not  hope  for — this  is  sweet  indeed. — 

Bend  thine  eyes  on  me  ! 

Clemanthe,  And  for  this  it  was 
Thou  wouldst  have  weaned  me  from  thee  !  Couldst  thou  think 
I^would  be  so  divorced  ! 

Jon,  Thou  art  right,  Clemanthe, _ 

It  was  a  shallow  and  an  idle  thought; 

’Tis  past ;  no  show  of  coldness  frets  us  now. 

No  poor  disguise,  my  girl.  Yet  thou  wilt  think 
On  that  which,  when  I  feign’d,  I  truly  said — 

Wilt  thou  not,  sweet  one  F 

Clemanthe,  I  will  treasure  alL  [Enter  Irus 

Irus,  I  bring  you  glorious  tidings — Ha!  no  joy 
Can  enter  here. 

Ion,  Yes — is  it  as  I  hope  ? 

Irus.  The  pestilence  abates. 

Ion  [Springs  to  his  feet].  Do  ye  not  hear  ?  . 

Why  snout  ye  not  ? — ye  are  strong — think  not  of  me  ; 

Hearken  !  the  curse  mv  ancestry  had  spread 
O’er  Argos  is  dispell’d  ! — Agenor,  give 
This  gentfe  youtn  his  freedom,  who  hath  brought 
Sweet  tidings  that  I  shall  not  die  in  vain — 

And  Medon  !  cherish  him  as  thou  hast  one 
Who  dying  blesses  thee; — my  own  Clemanthe  ! 

Let  this  console  thee  also — Argos  lives — 

The  offering  is  accepted — all  is  well  ! 

This  is  even  grander  than  the  catastrophe  of  Ford’s  Broken  Heart, 
Its  effect  upon  the  stage  would,  we  conceive,  be  prodigious.  There 
was  a  great  appropriateness  in  acting  the  old  Tragedies  of  Fate 
in  the  open  day.  We  feel  that  the  only  fitting  canopy  for  their 
theatres  was,  indeed.  Heaven — that  such  sacrifices  as  this  should  be 
exhibited  under  the  unobstructed  sky,  and,  as  it  were,  in  the  very 
eye  of  the  Gods,  to  whom  the  offering  is  made. 

We  have  been  anxious,  as  the  Tragedy  is  not  within  the  reach  of 
our  readers,  to  give  them,  however  feebly,  some  idea  of  the  course 
of  its  development,  of  its  deep  interest,  and  the  complete  proportion 
of  its  characters  and  action.  It  is  a  triumphant  proof,  that  in 
the  very  depths  of  simplicity  lie  the  noblest  sources  of  dramatic 
power  and  genius.  We  never  felt  any  play  we  have  ever  read  as  of 
a  more  essentially  dramatic  character  than  Ion.  With  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  an  occasional  speech,  written  as  it  were  for  the  sake  of 
throwing  off’  a  favourite  thought,  there  is  notliing  in  the  Tragedy 
of  a  merely  general  or  descriptive  character.  Everything  is  made 
out  as  it  would  have  occurred  upon  the  scene.  We  see  and 
hear  what  is  passing,  and  feel  that  the  actors  are  not  conscious 
of  our  presence.  This  is  the  Drama,  if  anything  is.  Notwith¬ 
standing  the  use  of  the  old  Greek  influence,  the  interest  is  not 
at  all  ideal  or  remote ;  for,  by  a  happy  and  beautiful  arrange¬ 
ment,  the  dark  back-ground  of  Fate  is  only  used  as  if  to  throw 
into  a  more  quick  and  vital  contrast  the  action  of  the  imagina* 
tion  and  the  passions,  as  they  relate  to  immediate  pleasure  or 
pain.  We  cannot  doubt  that  the  author  will  permit  Ion  to  be 
acted.  The  only  clear  objection  he  states  in  his  preface,  is  the 
fear  of  not  having  rendered  it  “  worthy  to  be  acted.”  The 
reader  may  judge  of  this  by  what  he  has  read. 

Mr  Serjeant  Talfourd,  the  member  for  Reading,  is  the  author 
of  this  tragedy.  It  is  a  proof  that  great  poetry  will  force  its  pas¬ 
sage  somehow,  that  it.  is  indeed  a  fulness  of  the  blood,  a  “ple¬ 
thoric  habit,” — when  we  find  such  a  work  as  Ion  issuing  from  the 
midst  of  the  duties  of  that  most  laborious  profession,  in  which  its 
author  holds  a  station  so  eminent,  and  so  justly  acquired. 


haa  been  excluded  for  hit  gentleness.  Betrayed  by  one  of  his  sol¬ 
diers,  a  passage  to  the  couch  of  the  King,  who  lies  heavily  oppressed 
with  sleep,  is  open  to  them,  and  they  are  on  the  eve  of  casting  lots 
as  to  whom  the  duty  of  using  the  sacrificial  knife”  should  fall. 
Their  words  are  ascending  to  Heaven  in  solemn  devotion  to  this 
purpose,  when  Ion  suddenly  rushes  to  the  altar,  and  his  voice  as¬ 
cends  with  theirs.  Phocion  hails  him  as  sent  by  the  serenest  powers 
of  justice.  To  him  the  lot  falls,  and  next  to  Phocion^  who  is  to 
strike  him  down  should  he  falter,  or  assist  him  should  he  be  foiled. 
Ctesiphon  gives  Ion  the  knife,  who  then  advances  to  the  altar,  and, 
in  a  speech  of  the  noblest  conception  and  expression — addressing 
the  Gods  of  Greece — 

<<  Ye  eldest  Gods, 

IVho  in  no  statues  of  exactest  form 
Are  palpable  ;  who  shun  the  azure  heights 
Of  beautiful  Olympus,  and  the  sound 
Of  ever-young  Apollo’s  minstrelsy” — 

devotes  himself  to  the  sacrifice  of  Adrastus,  and  his  race.  After  this, 
he  prays  them  to  leave  him  fora  moment ;  and,  in  this  moment,  with 
the  deepest  knowledge  of  dramatic  situation  and  a  power  of  sur¬ 
passing  pathos,  Clemanthe  is  introduced.  Some  exquisite  passages 
Mtween  them  close  a  scene  of  very  various  and  complete  construc¬ 
tion,  to  which  this  praise  has  done  scanty  justice. 

In  the  fourth  act.  Ion,  holding  the  knife,  hangs  over  the  couch  of 
Adrastus,  He  bids  him  wake  and  be  strong  to  die.  For  severity 
and  grandeur  of  conception,  as  well  as  the  most  deeply  affecting 
sweetness,  the  scene  that  ensues  is  unequalled.  We  can  quote  but 
little.  Adrastus,  after  a  few  struggles,  feels  that  bis  destiny  is  come, 
kneels,  gazes  steadfastly  at  Ion,  and  waits  his  blow  as  that  of  the 
recognized  Minister  of  Jove.  Ion  prays  him  to  avert  his  face.  What 
follows  is  of  the  sublimest  beauty  and  pathos ; — 

<<  Adrastus.  No :  l^t  me  meet  thy  gaze ; 

For  breathing  pity  lights  thy  features  up 

Into  more  awful  likeness  of  a  form 

Which  once  shone  on  me  ; — and  which  now  my  sense 

ShapM  palpable— in  habit  of  the  grave. 

Inviting  me  to  that  sad  realm,  where  shades 
Of  innocents,  whom  passionate  regards 
Join’d  with  the  guilty,  are  content  to  pace 
With  them  the  margin  of  the  inky  flo^ 

Mournful  and  calm ; — *tis  surely  there  ; — she  waves 
Her  vallid  hand  in  circle  o'er  thy  head. 

As  ij  to  bless  thee-^nd  I  bless  thee  too, 

Death’s  gracious  Axgel  ! — Do  not  turn  away.” 

The  first  oracle  is  accomplished  !  for  the  knife,  raised  finally  to  stab, 
falls  from  Ion*s  hand,  when  he  hears,  as  if  from  the  voice  of  Fate, 
that  Adrastus  is  his  father.  The  discovery  is  made  in  time  by  Medon, 
and  all  that  follows  it  is  nobly  done.  Adrastus  is  wounded  mortally 
by  Ctesiphon,  and,  at  his  own  urgent  request,  is  left  to  pass  the  few 
remaining  moments  of  his  existence  alone  with  his  son.  This  inter¬ 
view  changes  their  sorrow  into  triumph,  and  all  the  evils  of  their 
destiny  are  lost  in  a  luxury  of  sweetness  and  affection.  Adrastus 
dies. 

The  title  of  King  is  at  once  assumed  by  Ion,  who  claims  with  it  his 
“ancestral  honours.”  Steadily,  with  mournful  and  intense  quiet,  the 
catastrophe  now  approaches.  Ctesiphon  and  his  friends  strive  to 
intercept  it.  Phocion,  urged  by  them  and  by  the  Oracle,  resolves  to 
f  tab  at  the  life  of  Ion,  even  through  all  the  delicious  memories  of 
their  youth.  Ion  throws  olT  the  blow,  exclaiming ; — 

^  Ion.  And  could’st  tliou  think 
I  had  forgotten  ! 

Phocion.  Thou  /” 

The  fifth  act  opens  in  the  midst  of  the  preparations  for  the  as¬ 
sumption  of  the  regal  state  by  Ion.  The  people  accuse  him  of  un¬ 
due  haste,  for  it  is  only  the  morning  after  his  father’s  death,  and  the 
pluffue  has  not  abated.  He  is  upon  the  scene,  ordering  all  things,  and 
little  touches  of  emotion  and  temper  are  here  exquisitely  shadowed 
forth.  Humanity  is  not  reproached  in  the  ascent  of  her  son,  about 
to  be  deified  by  a  more  than  mortal  beauty.  Every  instant  teems 
with  fate.  We  know  the  result,  yet  hope  against  hope.  lorr  speaks 
to  Phocion  of  Clemanthe,  but  dares  not  utter  her  name.  Through  all 
this  there  is  an  originality  and  a  vastness  of  conception,  and,  at  the 
same  time,  a  depth  and  tenderness  of  feeling, — accompanied  with  the 
most  touching  simplicity.  The  young  King,  naming  her  not,  and 
struggling  to  avoid  her,  is  obliged  to  see  her  at  last.  The  meeting 
if  profoundly  beautiful,  and  closes  with  an  embrace  which  he  tells 
her  is  their  last  in  this  world.  She  follows  him  from  the  stage  and 
seeks  Minerva’s  temple,  that,  unseen,  she  may  see  him  in  his  throne. 

The  last  scene  exhibits  him  there,  in  the  midst  of  the  sages  and 
people  of  Argos,  about  to  swear  allegiance  on  the  altar.  In  a  series 
of  noble  exhortations  he  exacts  from  Agenor  and  Medon,  and  the 
sages  of  his  council,  pledges  of  hope  and  happiness  and  good  govern- 
uient  for  his  country,  lie  asks  them  finally  to  swear  that  if  he 
leaves  no  issue 

^  The  soverei^  power  shall  live 
In  the  affections  of  the  people’s  soul 


DRURY  LANE. 

We  have  seen  with  great  pleasure  the  excellent  audiences  that 
have  been  attracted  to  this  theatre  since  its  opening,  by  the  per¬ 
formance  of  Shakspeare’s  plays.  The  public,  it  is  clear,  only  want 
good  acting,  and  this’they  can  now  enjoy.  They  have,  at  all  events, 
the  best  the  present  condition  of  the  stage  can  offer ;  and  in  tragic 
acting,  in  one  eminent  instance  at  least,  they  have  little  reason  to 
regret  the  past. 

Miss  Ellen  Tree*8  Her mione,  in  the  IVinter's  Tale,  had  some  pas¬ 
sages  of  great  merit;  such  as  the  close  of  the  trial  scene.  But  it  w 
strained,  on  the  whole,  and  wants  dignity  and  rest.  The  growing 
and  self-exaggerating  jealousy  of  Leontes,  at  the  first,  is  finely 
marked  by  Mr  Macready,  and  the  half-angry,  half-playful  talk  at 
the  boy,  excellently  done.  The  level  passages  of  the  second  and 
third  acts  he  suffers  to  fall  as  flat  as  they  may,  but  he  rises  into 
great  power  and  beauty  at  the  close.  He  works  up  the  feeling  of  won¬ 
der,  sorrow,  and  passionate  recollection,  that  are  in  the  last  scene, 
to  the  very  highest  degree  of  pathos.  His  look,  and  sudden  start 
as  the  curtain  is  withdrawn — his  staggering  pause— the  pathetic 
outbursting  of  his  voice,  with  a  sudden  passionate  anguish  of  wlt- 
reproacb  breaking  its  swelling  tide  of  rapture— the  painful  and  fret¬ 
ful  way  in  which  he  entreats  Paulite  not  to  draw  the  curtain— the 


This  •oasdoas  bsisg,  full  of  lifo  and  loro 
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return  of  half-content  into  his' words  as  he  gazes  and  speaks  of  the 
life  seeming  warm  upon  her  lip — 

Do  Paulina ! 

For  this  affliction  has  a  taste  as  sweet 
As  any  cordial  comfort. — Still,  methinks, 

There  is  an  air  comes  from  her  !” 

his  suspense  of  horror,  yet  of  hope,  as  the  figure  moves — and  his 
final  passionate  embrace,  in  fond  and  assured  affection — make  up  a 
picture  of  extreme  variety,  truth,  and  sustained  intensity  of  emotion. 
Mrs  Faucit  is  not  equal  to  the  spirited  and  delightful  Faulina,  and 
we  know  of  no  actress  that  could  give  the  poetry  and  sweetness  of 
Petdita, 

The  Provoked  Husband  is  very  strongly  cast,  and  yet  not  very 
well  played.  Mr  Macready  makes  the  strait-laced  Lord  Townley 
more  than  ordinarily  strait-laced ;  and  the  broadly  characteristic 
JVronghead  wants  character,  if  not  breadth,  in  the  hands  of  Mr 
Farren.  There  were  pleasant  things,  notwithstanding,  in  Mr 
Macready's  performance.  His  gentlemanly  restraint  in  the  presence 
of  his  servant,  for  instance,  and  the  easy  negligence  with  which  he 
carried  off  the  awkward  allusions  of  honest  John  Moody ^  while  Mr 
Cooper,  by  hiding  his  confusion  behind  his  chair,  was  forcing  a 
notice  of  them  on  the  Lady  Grace.  IMiss  Ellen  Tree’s  Lady  Town- 
ley  was  spirited  and  lively  enough,  but  Mrs  C  Jones*  Lady  fProng~ 
head  was  the  best  performance  of  the  night ;  her  appearance  as  the 
pastoral  Phillis  was  indeed  worth  all  the  rest.  There  is  no  need  to 
inquire  in  this  comedy  which  is  Cibber’s  work  and  which  Vanburgh’s. 
The  masterly,  though  broad  and  graceless  humour  of  the  one,  stands 
in  odd  and  violent  contrast  with  the  formal  coxcombry  of  the 
other. 

Cavaliers  and  Roundheads  is  an  indifferent  adaptation  of  a  few 
scenes  from  beautiful  Old  Mortality ;  and  the  music  intro¬ 
duced  from  Bellini’s  opera,  is,  we  regret  to  say,  remarkably  ill  sung. 
But  the  horses  play  parts  in  the  thing,  and  the  scenery  is  effective. 
These  may  be  “  exquisite  reasons”  for  producing  such  a  piece,  but 
we  do  not  exactly  appreciate  them.  Mr  Vaudenhoft'  played  John 
Balfour  of  Burley  the  first  two  nights,  and  Mr  Warde  has  played  it 
since.  Was  Mr  Vandenhoff  seized  with  a  sudden  illness  on  the 
third  night  ?  It  was  surely  some  serious  occasion  that  warranted 
the  management  in  sending  Mr  Warde  upon  the  stage  in  so  sudden 
and  unprepared  a  manner, — in  treating  that  gentleman  with  such 
injustice,  and  the  audience  with  such  gross  disrespect.  We  should 
like  to  hear  some  reason  given.

Mr  Wrench  has  played  here  iu  several  pleasant  farces  during  the 
past  week,  with  all  his  old  quickness  and  nonchalance.  Time  has 
no  effect  on  him.  He  is  just  the  same  sketchy  person  now  that  he 
ever  was,  and  we  should  be  even  sorry  to  see  him  “  fill  up”  any 
thing  he  attempts.  There  is  an  excellent  company  at  this  theatre, 
and  it  is  appreciated. 

ScHR(£DER  Devrient. — When  Madame  Schroeder  Devrient  was  at 
Breslaw  in  July  last,  the  Opera-house,  although  the  prices  were  doubled 
and  trebled,  and  the  season  was  a  very  bad  one,  was  filled  to  overflowing 
every  night  she  performed.  After  her  last  appearance  a  musical  chorus 
conducted  her  carriage,  by  torch-light,  to  her  own  abode,  before  which  a 
second  chorus  awaited  her.  The  musical  union  then  serenaded  her,  sur¬ 
rounded  by  a  countless  multitude. 


REGISTRATION. 

Arundel. — Very  few  votes  have  been  objected  to  here,  either  for  the 
borough  or  the  western  division  of  the  county. 

Bath.— The  Reformers  have  here  gained  a  few  votes,  but  the  parties 
are  nearly  equal  in  the  registration. 

Bristol. — Out  of  2,704  names  in  the  freemen’s  list,  243  have  been 
gone  through,  of  which  43  were  duplicates,  so  that  200  cases  have  been 
decided  as  follows:  71  dead,  7  paupers,  25  did  not  answer  their  names, 
40  lived  beyond  the  boundaries,  12  of  the  objections  withdrawn,  2  names 
mistaken  for  others  retained,  51  objections  failed,  and  9  stand  over. 

Birmingham.  — The  objections  amount  to  nearly  l,2fX),  more  than  half 
of  which  have  been  gone  through;  of  Tories  99  have  been  struck  off,  and 
of  Reformers  177. 

Bradford _ The  Leeds  Tory  paper  says  that  740  Reformers  have  been 

objected  to  by  the  Tories,  and  that  552  have  been  struck  off  the  register. 
The  number  of  Tories  objected  was  239,  of  which  108  have  been  struck 
off  the  lists.  « 

Bolton.— In  the  Great  Bolton  township  there  are  65  objections,  of 
which  the  Liberals  objected  to  59  and  struck  off  23.  The  Conservatives 
objected  to  6,  of  which  4  were  struck  off.  The  number  of  new  claimants 
was  75,  out  of  which  the  Conservatives  established  24,  and  the  Liberals 
7.  In  Little  Bolton  the  whole  number  of  objections  was  36;  of  these  the 
Conservatives  objected  to  24,  struck  off  18.  The  Litierals  objected  to  12, 
struck  off  5. 

Banoor,  Carnarvonshire. — The  Tories  have  objected  to  34  names, 
of  which  15  have  been  struck  off  the  register,  whilst  the  Reformers 
objected  to  18  and  struck  off  10.  There  were  5  new  Tory  claimants 
allowed  and  7  Liberals.  The  balance  is,  therefore,  much  as  before. 

Conway. — One  name  on  each  side  taken  oft'  the  list,  and  13  new  scot- 
and-lot  Tory  voters  placed  upon  it. 

Carlisle. — The  Reformers  have  made  44  objections,  and  have  also 
struck  off  the  whole  body  of  the  freemen,  taking  advantage  of  some  infor¬ 
mality  in  posting  the  lists.  It  is  said  that  they  now  have  a  majority  of  6 
to  1  against  the  Tories.  The  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Carlisle  were  also 
struck  off  the  register. 

Deal.— Ttie  Tories  objected  to  twelve  Reformers,  but  only  succeeded 
i*  striking  off  four.  The  Reformers  objected  to  two  Tories,  and  struck 
offoof. 


Dover.— The  registration  of  freemen  and  of  ten  pound  householders 
in  this  borough,  has  terminated  with  an  increase  on  the  list  of  sixty-one 
stanch  Reformers. 

Devonshire. — In  the  Southern  Division  of  the  county,  the  registra¬ 
tion  is  not  only  proceeding  well,  but  the  spirit  of  IJberalism  is  steadily 
increasing.  There  is  likely  to  be  a  split  between  the  high  Tories  and  the 
Conservatives,  as  the  party  already  perceive  the  necessity  of  disposing  of 
one  of  their  men.  Sir  J.  Buller  has  the  oldest  claims,  but  Mr  Parker  it 
the  more  docile. — JVestem  TSmes.  We  find  in  the  Globe  an  account  of 
an  extraordinary  decision  given  by  the  revising  barristers  in  South  Devon. 
The  case  is  a  simple  one.  The  reform  act  says  that  an  overseer  may 
object  to  a  claimant  by  putting  the  words  objected  to”  “  opposite  to  his 
name.*'  The  overseers  in  this  case  put  it  on  the  other  side  of  the  page  ; 
that  is,  instead  of  making  it 

“  Objected  to”  |  “  William  Allen,  &c.,  Coldfield.”  | 

They  made  it — 

I  “  William  Allen,  &c.,  Coldfield.”  |  “Objected  to.” 

In  another  instance  they  had  put  “objected,”  instead  of  “objected  to.’’ 
The  last  was  a  mere  literal  blunder,  for  which  it  is  quite  absurd  to  nuU 
lify  the  most  important  class  of  objections.  The  court  ruled  against  the 
overseers  that,  according  to  the  strict  letter  of  the  clause,  the  words  should 
be  put  on  the  left  hand  margin  opposite  the  name  of  the  person,  and  that 
the  slightest  inaccuracy  in  this  respect  was  fatal  to  the  overseers’ objections, 
just  as  much  as  the  least  defect  in  serving  the  notices  of  objection  in  the 
cases  of  these  parties  was  fatal  to  the  objector.  In  consequence  of  this 
decision  75  objections  were  quashed. 

Devonport. — The  Tories  had  here  objected  to  upwards  of  80  Refor¬ 
mers,  but  the  objections  have  fallen  to  the  ground,  in  consequence  of  the 
objector  having  omitted  his  place  of  residence  in  the  notice. 

Derby  (North).— The  Derby  Tory  paper  alleges  that  the  registration 
for  High  Peak  Hundred  has  been  favourable  to  tlie  Tory  party,  and  that 
they  have  been  able  to  sustain  165  objections,  while  the  Whig  party  have 
only  been  able  to  strike  off  12  out  of  52  objected  to.  In  Scarsdalc  Hun¬ 
dred  the  Tories  have  objected  to  145  and  struck  otf  U)6;  the  Whigs  to 
127,  and  struck  oft'  57. 

Denbighshire. — A  large  number  of  new  Whig  claimants  have  been 
inserted  on  the  register,  but  very  few  by  the  Tories,  with  the  exception 
of  the  choristers  of  St.  Asaph,  who  claim  on  account  of  the  tithe  in  the 
parish  of  Llanrhaiadr-yn-Mochnant. 

Durham  (North). —  In  the  parish  of  Hunstonworth  forty  clergymen, 
who  had  claimed  as  being  in  the  receipt  of  pensions  under  the  will  of 
Lord  Crewe,  were  objected  toon  the  ground  that  the  amount  bequeathed 
did  not  yield  a  sufticiently  large  amount  to  constitute  a  freehold  quali¬ 
fication  ;  and  thirty -three  of  them  were  struck  off  the  register.  The 
result  of  the  revision  for  this  division  of  the  county  generally  is  stated  to 
be  triumphantly  favourable  to  the  Liberals. 

Exeter. — In  the  revision  of  the  registration  for  this  borough,  348 
votes  have  been  struck  oft’  by  the  I.iberals,  and  137  by  the  Tories,  which 
leaves  a  balance  of  211  in  favour  of  the  Reformers. 

Finsbury. — The  total  results  areas  follows: — Votes  gained  by  the 
Reformers  on  the  claims  and  objections,  158;  ditto  by  the  Conservatives, 
104 — majority  in  favour  of  the  Reformers,  54.  ■ 

Hertford  (Borough). — The  number  of  new  votes  in  the  Liberal  in¬ 
terest  placed  upon  the  register  is  34 ;  which,  with  Mr  Cowper’s  former 
majority  of  6,  will  make  a  clear  majority  of  40  upon  any  future  election. 

Harwich.— There  were  30  objections,  18  of  which  were  against  Con¬ 
servatives,  but  only  two  were  struck  off.  There  were  13  new  claims,  7 
by  Conservatives,  of  which  4  were  allowed  ;  and  6  by  the  Reformers, 
of  whom  the  same  number  were  allowed. 

Jedruhgii. — There  have  been  three  votes  added  to  the  Liberal  cause 
in  the  Kelso  and  three  in  the  Jedburgh  districts,  making  in  all  an  addition 
of  14  to  the  Liberal  cause  since  the  close  of  the  District  Registration 
Courts. — Kelso  Chronicle. 

Leicester — According  to  i\\&  Leicester  Chronicle,  the  entire  gain  of  the 
Liberals  on  the  registration  in  that  borough  has  been  a  total  of  108. 

Leeds. — In  the  out-townships  of  the  borough  of  Leeds  the  lists  are 
complete,  and  the  result,  as  compared  with  the  last  registration,  is 
extremely  favourable  to  the  Liberal  cause. — Leeds  Mercury. 

Lichfield. — Between  30  and  40  freemen  have  been  struck  off  the 
register. 

Marylebone. — On  Tuesday  the  Barristers  terminated  their  labours: 
the  following  appears  to  bo  the  result: — Tory  claims,  128;  sustained, 
116;  withdrawn  and  disallowed,  12;  Tory  objections,  449;  sustained, 
292;  withdrawn  and  disallowed,  157.  Reform  claims,  122;  sustained, 
88;  disallowed,  34.  Number  of  electors  in  Paddington,  1,106;  do.  in 
St  Pancras,  4,765;  do.  in  Marylebone,  5,561 — total,  11,432. 

Newport. — The  county  registration  has  gone  on  decidedly  in  favour  of 
the  Reformers  in  the  Isle  of  Wight.  The  northern  and  westers,  with 
part  of  the  southern  districts,  give  the  popular  party  a  decided  majority ; 
and  this  after  all  the  boasting  of  the  Tories _ Urujhton  Guardian. 

Northampton. — Extract  of  a  letter  from  Northampton,  dated  October 
15,  1835: — “  W'e  finished  the  borough  registration  yesterday,  and  ver 
satisfactorily.  We  did  not  get  an  exact  cast  last  night,  but  I  believe  o^ 
the  new  claims  and  objections  we  (the  Liberals)  have  a  majority  of  not 
less  than  25;  which  I  think  is  a  good  addition  to  our  former  majority. 

Rugeley. — Thirty-three  votes  were  objected  to,  of  which  14  have  been 
struck  off.  Two  new  claims  were  allowed  to  inhabitants  of  Weeford, 
and  one  name,  (of  a  parish  clerk)  was  struck  off  the  list.  Four  names  of 
claimants  from  Farewell  and  C’horley  have  l>een  struck  off  the  register. 
In  the  Penkridge  district  the  Tories  objected  to  82,  and  struck  oft'  22. 
The  Reformers  objected  to  28,  and  struck  oft'  7. 

Roxburghshire.— Tlie  result  has  been  here  favourable  to  the  Liberal 
cause.  Eight  decisions  of  the  Sheriff  of  Roxburghshise  have  been  reversed 
in  the  Hawick  district,  and  a  number  of  other  Tory  decisions  are  expected 
to  share  the  same  fate. 

Staffordshire  (South).— The  Conservatives  objected  to  and  struck 
off  8  names  registered  as  trustees  of  a  Quakers’  meeting- house  at  Tam- 
worth.  'Ilie  Reformers  objected  to  7,  and  have  struck  off  3.  'i'liey 
were  parish  clerks  for  life,  paid  out  of  the  church  rates. 

Somerset  (East). — It  is  said  that  the  results  of  the  registration  in 
this  division  of  the  county  are  favourable  to  the  Conservutivem. 

Somerset  (West). — I'he  revLion  closed  on  W'ednes<lay.  Our  majority 
at  the  last  election  was  1,994.  lliis  has  been  increased  by  Thei#  U 
no  hope  for  Toryism  in  West  Somerset. 
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SuNHERLAND _ Thc  name*  of  14  Conservatives  have  been  struck  off  the 

register,  and  only  4  Reformers.  ^  .  n  .  • 

South  Shields. — At  the  revision  here  the  Tories  had  it  all  their  own 
way,  no  one  having  appc.ired  from  the  I^iberal  side  to  object  to  any  of 
their  votes,  although  it  is  said  many  objections  might  have  been  sustained, 
but  for  this  culpable  neglect. 

Tam  WORTH.— The  Reformers  objected  to  22  names,  and  have  struck  off 
16.  The  Conservatives  objected  to  IS,  and  have  struck  off  9. 

Truro. _ The  result  of  the  revision  of  votes  here  has  been  the  addition 

of  several  electors  in  favour  of  thc  reform  interest. 

Totness. — 'I’he  new  claims  and  objections  have  here  been  three  to  one 
in  favour  of  the  Reformers. 

Wareham,  Oct.  11 _ The  revising  barristers  have  terminated  their 

three  days’  labour.  The  Reformers  are  very  well  satisfied  with  the  result 
of  the  registration.  Their  prospects  were  never  so  bright. 

Yorkshire. — 'I'he  apparent  lesult  of  the  revision  of  the  bst  of  voters 
for  the  West  Riding  is  in  favour  of  the  Tories  ;  but  the  real  result  will 
be  a  great  accession  of  strength  to  thc  Reformers.  In  thc  Halifax  dis¬ 
trict,  for  example,  there  is  a  seeming  gain  to  thc  Tories  on  thc  objections 
and  claims  allowed  and  disallowed,  but  sve  believe  thc  Reformers  will,  in 
that  very  district,  gain  upwards  of  JVK)  votes.— J\fercury> 

York  (City). _ 'fhe  Whigs  objected  to  110  10/.  householders,  of  which 

61  have  lieen  struck  off;  and  to  104  freemen,  of  which  113  have  been 
struck  off.  The  Tories  objected  to  50  10/.  householders,  of  which  2.1 
have  been  struck  off;  and  to  25  freemen,  of  which  13  have  been  struck 
off.  'Hie  total  number  of  names  struck  off  by  thc  Reformers  is  174;  by 
the  Tories  only  JIG.

M.  Mcndizabcl  continues  to  realize  the  hojic.s  of  the  advocates 
for  good  government  in  Spain.  He  has  taken  precisely  that  step  of  ail 
others  tlie  best  calculated,  wc  think,  to  meet  the  difnculiies  of  his  po¬ 
sition.  He  has  convoked  thc  present  Cortes,  for  the  especial  purpose 
of  deliberating  on  the  necessity  and  conditions  of  u  broader  Kystcin 
of  election,  such  as  would  enable  the  country  to  lie  more  properly 
and  fairly  rcpre.senteil  than  the  Eutatuto  Heal  law  will  allow  it  to  be ; 
and  when  the  object  In  view  has  been  obtained,  the  new  Cortes  are 
to  be  convoked,  among  other  matters,  for  the  purpose  of  discussiug 
and  fixing  the^  bases  of  a  constitution  suitable  to  thc  Mants  of  thc 
country,  and  in  conformity  with  thc  recent  unanimous  demands  of 
thc  majority  of  the  nation.  M.  Mcmlizibel  exjiresses  himself  in 
his  adtiress  to  the  Queen,  recommendatory  of  tiiis  measure,  witli 
excellent  spirit  and  propriety : — 

“  Th#  prcMiit  Corte*  arc  the  only  legal  organ  of  public  opinion  which 
your  Majesty  can  consult  under  present  circunutances.  T  hat  Legisla¬ 
ture,  whose  session  can  tie  opened  in  six  weeks,  will  delilieratc  upon  the 
new  electoral  law,  according  to  which  thc  succeeding  Cortes  will  be  con¬ 
voked.  It  will  also  take  cognitance  of  the  most  urgent  affairs  of  the 
Administration.  When  the  new  electoral  law  shall  have  been  passed,  and 
the  new  Cortes  have  been  as.sembled,  our  Parliamentary  era  will  have 
commenced.  The  distribution  and  ladance  of  public  powers,  the  pre¬ 
rogatives  of  the  throne,  the  rights  of  the  nation.  Ministerial  res|)onsibility, 
organic  laws,  and  even  the  law  of  elections,  if  it  be  deemed  advisable, 
may  be  definitively  established.  When  these  political  questions  arc  once 
resolv^,the  throne  and  the  nation  may  concentrate  their  attention  towards 
admiuibti alive  affairs,  the  suurur»  of  national  wealth,  and  the  welfare  of 
thc  people,  all  of  which  should  be  the  objects  of  every  Government." 


In  furtherance  of  this  step,  the  Minister  has  already  named  a  com 
mission  for  the  preparation  of  the  new  electoral  law,  to  be  sub* 
mitted  to  the  Cortes  when  they  meet,  who.se  names  arc  ih  * 
guarantee  of  their  fitness  and  known  attachment  to  free  principles^ 
(laliano  is  among  them.  Wc  cannot  c  oubt,  therefore,  that  when 
knowledge  of  these  circumstances  shall  reach  the  Cadiz  Junta  the 
only  Junta  which  still  withholds  a  cheerful  allegiance,  they  will  be 
disposed  to  welcome  them,  as  in  perfect  accordance  with  their  la.st 
address  to  Mcndizabel.  In  this  they  say  they  do  not  wi.sh  to  have 
anything  to  do  with  the  Estatato  IleaL  Tliey  insist  on  a  consti¬ 
tuent  Cortes  for  ihe  especial  purpose  of  framing  a  new  and  iibi  r  d 
constitution,  founded  on  the  rights  of  Spaniards  to  govern  them 
selves  through  their  duly  authorized  representative.s.  Thev  require* 
in  fact,  the  acknowledgment  of  the  principle  of  popular  soverei^nitv* 
and  wish  it  to  be  understood  that  they  will  accept  no  privileges'* 
cetlrd  by  the  Crown  as  the  only  legiiimate  fountain  of  power,  pv 
way  of  more  emphatically  asserting  all  this,  an  1  more  formally  ilis. 
connecting  themselves  from  the  system  based  on  the  Est.itutoRed 
tliis  Junta  have  even  rancclled  tlic  powers  of  the  five  representa-* 
tives  of  their  province  to  the  Cortes.  But  we  cannot  doubt,  as  wc 
have  saiil,  that  on  hearing  the  present  purpose  of  M.  Mcmlizabel  in 
assembling  tlie  Cortes,  they  will  he  glad  to  further  it,  and  to  have 
themselves  rcprc.sented  there. 

Tile  Count  de  Las  .Navas  would  appear  scarcely  to  have  shown 
all  the  sense  and  good  feeling  we  gave  him  credit  for  in  onr  last,  bat 
he  is  at  lea.st  re[)resented  as  perfectly  liarmless.  He  wears  his  red  caj), 
and  says  that  Spain  shall  lie  free;  but  that  is  all.  Thc  Journal  dn 
Delhits  raves  about  English  influence,  and  gives  thc  following  as  a 
wonderfully  significant  fact: — “The  Djcree  for  the  convocation  of 
I  he  Cortes  was  sent  to  the  province  under  the  cover  of  the  Enirl'xh 
consul^  to  pnvent  the  army,  or  rather  the  divi.sion  of  Count  de  Las 
Navas,  from  intercepting  (lispatches  which  arc  destined  to  produte 
happy  results.**  A  slight  change  lias  taken  place  in  the  Ministerial 
arrangements.  IM.  Mendizabei  himself  takes  the  Foreign  Depart¬ 
ment,  ifd  interim,  and  Csneral  Alava  resumes  the  Emliassy  in 
London. 

We  hear  little  of  the  Carlists,  but  their  position  in  Catalonia  has 
been  grossly  exaggerated.  A  liulletin  in  the  French  journals  an¬ 
nounced  the  otiicr  day  an  engagenu  nt  which  had  taken  place  on 
the  26th  at  Vdlacayo,  between  the  Queen’s  troops,  coininanded  hy 
Cordova,  and  fourlccn  or  .sixteen  Carlist  battalions,  headed  by  Don 
Carlos  in  person.  The  fighting  having  lasted  three  days,  is  said  to 
luive  ended  in  the  total  routing  of  the  Carlist.s,  who  lost  a  great 
number  of  m^ui  in  killed  and  wounded.  Tlie  fugitives  went  in  the 
direction  of  Navarre.  Of  thc  exact  correctness  of  all  this  w  e  have 
no  means  of  judging. 

What  little  news  we  learn  from  France  is  ofi  thc  side  of  tyranny 
and  ahsointism.  A  few  sparks  of  independent  feeling  having  escaped 
certain  of  the  departmental  councils,  they  are  in  process  of  extin- 
guishrnent.  The  countil-geheral  of  the  department  of  the  Cotes- 
du-Nord,  for  example,  charged  the  King  the  other  day  in  a  spirited 
remoiLstrancc  wiili  abandoning  the  Charter  of  18.30  ;  with  having 
demonstrated  that  the  National  (luard  possessed  not  his  confi¬ 
dence;  with  not  having  frankly  adopted  the  Revoliuion  of  July,  in 
its  consequences,  its  principles,  and  its  uutiiors  ;  and  with  having 
done  nothing  for  the  social  iiiijirovemeut  of  thc  poorer  classes.  A 
prompt  notice  followed  this  in  the  shape  of  a  royal  ordonnance, 
annulling  the  proceeding  of  the  council-general  in  que.^tion,  and 
giving  as  a  reason  for  that  punishment,  thc  allegi.d  departure  of 
those  functionaries  from  the  strict  line  of  their  duties,  in  censuring 
the  acts  of  Cioveriiment  and  of  the  majority  of  the  two  Chambers. 
Mucli  greater  severity  tlian  this,  however,  is  being  practised  in  the 
army,  where  much  disaffection  evidently  prevails. 

At  the  instance  of  the  Minister  of  Commerce,  a  royal  ordon¬ 
nance  has  been  issued,  modifying  the  law,  and  reducing  the  duties 
on  several  important  commodities,  including  iron  and  coal.  The 
duty  on  coal  in  Bordeaux  and  thc  southern  ports  is  rciluccd  to  six 
sous  the  200lhs.,  which  is  the  duty  now  paid  on  coal  imported  oyer 
the  frontier  of  Belgium.  The  duty  on  cast  iron  undergoes  a  trifling 
diminution,  from  9  francs  the  quintal  to  8.  That  upon  iron  in  bars 
is  reduced  l*5th. 

The  Conference  at  Tieplitz  is  over.  The  7’i/n<^jr  remarks ; — “  After  a 
few  days’  stay  in  that  fashionable  watering  place  of  Germany,  spent  chiefly 
in  country  excursions  and  out-dour  diversion,  tlie  three  Sovereigns  weic 
alM)ut  to  take  leave  of  each  other  during  thc  first  week  of  the  present 
month,  on  ihcir  way  each  to  his  own  home,  excepting  indeed  the  Kini? 
of  Frussin,  who  is  in  the  yearly  hahit  of  staying  some  weeks  at  'fttpht* 
for  the  benefit  of  iho  mineral  waters,  whose  virtues  have  given  such  great 
celebrity  to  the  place.  No  Ministerial  conferences  were  held,  and  ilsny 
political  (|uc8tion8  have  'undergone  discussion,  it  must  have  lK*en  in  that 
conversational  form  whicli  is  not  meant  to  lead  to  any  specific  result. 
Messrs.  Nesselrode,  Ancitlon,  and  Metternich,  no  doubt  found  abundant 
leisure  to  talk  over  matters  which  did  not  immediately  concern  the 
interests  of  Russia,  I’russia,  and  Austria,  and  carefully  avoided  any 
allusion  to  questions  which  did  materially  concern  the  States  in  question. 
3  he  Affairs  of  Spain  were  probably  thc  chief  topic  of  diplomatic  coinir.ent, 
and  all  agreed  that  Spain,  all  along  so  happy,  prosperous  and  flourishing 
under  the  regime  of  the  devouring  monks,  the  Iiiquisiiion,  and  monst* 
chical  absolutism,  is  on  the  eve  of  losing  those  blessings  ihrougb  the 
of  the  constitutional  mania,  which  has  so  unaccountably  and  suddenly 
se  ized  the  great  majority  of  that  portion  of  the  population  who  are  cap*hl« 
of  exercising  a  thought." 

A  New  York  paper  of  the  20th  ult.  has  the  following:— “  By 
Mtreator  we  learn  that  another  bloody  revolution  broke  out  at  rara# 
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which  resulted  in  the  capture  of  the  city  by  the  Tapooiers  (native  Indi- 
ans)f  and  the  indiscriminate  massacre  of  all  the  white  male  inhabitants 
who  were  not  able  to  seek  refuge  on  board  the  shipping.  The  attack  was 
made  upon  the  city  on  the  night  of  the  I4th  ult.  by  Antonio  Vinaigre, 
at  the  head  of  his  party  of  Indians,  who  had  previously  demanded  the 
release  of  Pedro  Vinaigre,  the  brother  of  Antonio,  who  was  then  a  pri¬ 
soner  on  board  Commodore  Taylor’s  Brazilian  frigate.  At  the  first  at¬ 
tack  the  insurgents  were  unsuccessful,  and  they  lost  their  chief,  y  '1  he 
account  then  goes  into  detail.  After  several  days’  desultory  fighting,  the 
Indians  rallied  and  accomplished  their  purpose.  The  greatest  insults 
were  passed  both  on  the  American  and  English  flags.  The  statement 
afterwards  proceeds  : — “  The  whole  population  of  Para  is  about  25,0(X), 
of  whom  one  half  are  whites.  About  one  half  of  these  tound  protection 
on  board  the  shipping,  and  of  the  rest,  it  is  probable  all  the  males  are 
massacred.  The  English  Consul  did  not  even  sase  his  btwks  and  papers, 
and  Mr  Upton,  of  Salem,  saved  nothing,  being  obliged  to  jutnp  out  of 
his  counting-house  window  and  rush  to  the  shore  without  his  hat.  ^  Pro¬ 
bably  one  half  of  the  families  whi»  reached  the  shipping  left  all  their  pro¬ 
perty  behind  them.  The  officers  of  the  (Jovernment  tro<ips  were  picked 
off  by  sharp-shooters,  who  hid  themselves  behind  the  walls,  Ac.,  for  that 
purpose.  The  Mercator  took  her  leave  without  papers.  Ihe  Indian 
force  in  all  was  about  3U0  men.  The  Presi<lent  Itatl  between  t2lK)  and 
300  regular  troops,  with  several  pieces  of  artillery,  and  a}>oiit  4(X)  volun¬ 
teers.  The  conduct  of  the  Government  was  most  contemptible,  cow¬ 
ardly,  and  pusillanimous."

_ Tlie  answer  of  the  Irish  Executive  to  the  application  of  the  Pro. 

testant  Clergy  for  the  aid  of  the  military  and  police  in  the  collection  of 
tithes,  has  been  communicated  this  day,  and  it  is  as  gratifying  to  those 
who  pursue  the  dictates  of  right  reason,  and  abhor  the  effusion  of  blood, 
as  it  is  destructive  to  the  hopes  of  those  who  would  desire,  by  whatever 
means,  from  those  who  conscientiously  differ  from  them  in  matters  of 
faith,  a  revenue  of  exorbitant  dimensions.  (Government  will  not  t/tre  the 
required  astistanee.  The  substance  of  the  letter  which  has  been  forwarded 
from  the  Chief  Secretary’s  office  is  as  follows: — “  That  the  Government 
does  not  deem  it  expedient,  in  the  enforcement  of  civil  rights  hy  distress, 
that  the  military  or  police  should  be  called  out,  unless  in  cases  of  actual 
riot  or  breach  of  the  peace;  and  that  in  such  cases  the  military  and  police 
will  receive  orders  to  attend  under  the  guidance  of  the  local  authorities ; 
and  the  utmost  endeavours  will  he  used  to  repjessand  punish  all  violations 
of  the  public  peace." — Courier. 

— .  We  observe  in  the  Dublin  papers  of  to-day,  a  correspondence  be¬ 
tween  Mr  O’Connell  and  the  Lord  Cloncurry,  annonneing  a  complete 
reconciliation  between  them.  ^Ir  O’Connell,  in  Iiis  letter,  referring  to 
his  last  differences  with  hiiflordship,  says  : — 1  do  appeal  to  you,  my  lord, 
whether  it  was  not  natural  I  should  feel  deeply  indignant  at  the  ap))oint- 
ments  made  hy  the  Wh'g  Ministry  in  Ireland,  at  the  blindness  w'iih 
which  they  fell  into  the  snares,  and  even  into  the  arms  of  their  mortal 
enemies,  and  of  those  of  our  wretched  country.  But  surely  you — who 
were  honest  in  the  worst,  the  very  worst  of  times — will,  from  your  ow  n 
attachment  to  Ireland,  appreciate  the  state  of  my  feelings  at  th.at  un¬ 
happy  period  ;  and  whilst  yon  arc  w'iliing  to  palliate  my  fault,  I,  on  the 
other  hand,  am  ready  to  make  you  any, reparation  in  my  power  :  I  cheer¬ 
fully  acknowledge  myself  to  have  beciwin  the  wrong,  and  I  seek  for  your 
forgiveness  on  your  own  terms.'  We  are  come  to  a  period  when  you  can 
be  eminently  useful  to  Ireland.  All  that  is  wanting  now  is,  that  the 
friends  of  constitutional  freedom  amongst  the  nubility  and  leading  gentry, 
commercial  as  well  as  agricultural,  should  take  their  nahiral  station,  in 
support  of  the  King’s  Government,  at  the  head  of  the  people."  To  this 
Ixrrd  Cloncurry  answers  in  a  strain  of  very  cordial  kindness,  concluding 
his  letter  in  these  terms:— “  I  conclude  hy^agaiii  most  sincerely  thanking 
you  for  your  letter.  Continue  long  to  excrei'^e  your  unrivalled  talents  to 
the  advantage  of  Ireland  and  of  mankind,  and  be  assured  uf  the  licarty, 
though  very  humble  assistance  of,  my  dear  O’Connell,  your  faithful  and 
obligetl)  Cloncuhkt." 

—  The  Queen  of  Naples,  says  the  Courier  Fran^ai$y  is  cncein/c,  and 
this  piece  of  new's  has  frustrated  many  hopes  and  calculations,  and 
annulled  nearly  all  the  chances  which  the  Erince  of  Syracuse  had  of 
becoming  Prince  of  the  Two  Sicilies. 

—  The  Dublin  Election  Commission  again  met  on  Thursday,  and  the 
farce  of  the  two  previous  days  was  repeated  again,  with  little  variation, 
except  the  introduction  of  a  new  clap-trap  in  Mr  Commissioner  Ardill’s 
announcement  that  “  the  commissioners  were  not  unanimous  in  their 
opinion  as  to  the  inadmissibility  of  evidence  with  resjicet  to  agreements 
between  landlords  and  tenants."  This  want  of  unanimity,  unannounced 
and  unexpected  before,  came  upon  the  audience  with  all  the  effect  of  a 
**  coup  de  theatre.'*  It  naturally  led  Mr  O’Connell  the  more  strenuously 
to  insist  on  his  right  to  he  heard,  hut  his  application  was,  without  a 
word  of  reasoning  or  argument,  refused.  This  proctedirig  appears  quite 
monstrous.  Surely  Mr  O’Connell  was  entitled  to  know  the  grounds  of 
tlie  refusal.  He  was  entitled  to  know  w'hy  some  of  the  Judges  were 
with  him,  and  why  some  of  them  wore  against  him.  Mr  Ardiil,  in  the 
most  petulant  terms,  says,  •*  1  could  state  iny  reason  if  occasion  required 
it.”  The  court  again  abruptly  adjourned. 

•  The  Tories  of  Scotland  are  making  a  great  outcry  against  a  change  in 
the  mode  of  collecting  the  taxes,  effected  by  an  act  of  last  session.  The 
land  Ux  of  Scotland,  as  everyone  knows, 'is  now  merely  nominal.  At 
the  time  of  the  Union  the  whole  taxes  of  Scotland,  now  amounting  to 
about  5,000,000/.  sterling,  were  somewhere  alroui  50,000/.  sterling;  from 
which  a  notion  may  be  inferred  of  the  Scotch  land-tax.  The  basis  of 
that  tax  has  never  been  changed,  the  valuation  having  been  fixed  by  the 
Union ;  so  that  the  only  difference  consists  in  the  increase  |>er  pound, 
which  liears  a  certain  proportion  to  the  increase  in  England.  Tlie  Com¬ 
missioners  of  Supply,  who  are  landholders  possessing  .estates  valued  in 
tlie  cMS-book  at  100/.  Scots,  now  equal  to  about  100/1  a  year,  being  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  land-tax,  naturally  np)>ointed  the  collector,  who  was  paid 
by  the  landholders  a  small  salary,  and  the  tax  was  traruniitted  to  Govern^- 
meiit  without  any  deduction.  The  ullice  of  collector  of  the  land-tax, 
thu*  remuoeratwii,  would  not  iiave  been  grcaiiy  coYcied  by  a  |>eopie  who 
undersund  the  value  of  money,  so^much  as  ib#  Scotch  are  generally  tupf 


posed  to  do ;  but  it  so  happens  that,  for  the  sake  of  convenience,  the 
other  taxes,  which  long  after  the  Union  were  so  small  that  the  expense  of 
a  separate  functionary  would  have  swallowed  them  up,  were  also  collected 
by  the  individual  appointed  by  the  Commissioners  of  Supply.  When 
the  assessed  and  other  taxes,  payable  by  the  Scotch,  came  to  amount  to  a 
large  sum,  Government  still  suffered  the  collection  to  remain  with  the 
officer  appointed  by  the  landholders,  though  the  part  of  his  income  paid 
by  the  latter  bore  no  proportion  to  what  he  derived  from  the  Treasury. 
The  Commissioners  of  Supply  had  in  fact  a  very  valuable  piece  of  Govern¬ 
ment  pationagc  .at  their  disposal ;  and  the  office  was  the  subject  of  keen 
canvass,  and  could  only  be  obtained  by  great  interest  with  the  aristocracy. 

By  the  law  of  last  session,  however,  it  is  enacted,  that  to  the  distributors 
of  stamps  shall  be  assigned  the  duly  of  collecting  the  taxes.  Now,  the 
distributors  of  stamps  are  mostly  shopkeepers,  and  it  would  seem,  accord-  , 
ing  to  Sir  George  Clerk,  that  a  shopkeeper  is  quite  unequal  to  a  duly 
which  can  lie  discharged  by ‘any  Scotch  Laird.  What  absurdity  ! — Mom- 
ing  Chronicle. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

Flogging  in  tiik  British  Auxiliary  Lkgion. — Bilboa,  Sept.  24.— 
The  following  extract  of  a  letter  written  home  by  W’^illiam  John  Welch, 
a  soldier  of  the  1st  regiment  British  auxiliary  legion,  will  remove  many 
of  the  false  impressions  so  studiously  propagated  by  the  Carlist  organs  in 
tliis  country : — “  Do  not  lielicve  any  reports  that  are  made  aliout  our  regi¬ 
ment  being  ill  used  and  having  no  lilKTty.  There  is  no  flogging  in  the 
British  auxiliary  force,  and  all  that  the  man  said  who  was  sent  home  to 
England  from  Don  Carlos  is  completely  false,  as  he  deserted  from  us  and 
Don  Carlos  would  not  accept  his  traitorous  services.  Don  Carlos’s  men 
are  deserting  from  him  every  day  ;  there  were  upwards  of  3, (XK)  joined  the 
Queen’s  caitse  last  week,  and  they  daily  come  over  to  our  army." 

Tiik  W’iiai.k  Fishery. — We  regret  that  the  first  news  received  of  ll  e 
whale  fishery  is  of  the  most  disheartening  nature.  Two  noble  vessels  aie 
complete  wrecks  in  the  ice,  and  the  number  of  fish  taken  is  so  insignifi¬ 
cant  as  scarcely  to  be  worth  mentioning.  On  Wednesday  last  the  mute 
of  the  Lee,  one  of  the  vessels  lost,  arrived  hero,  and  yesterday  Captain 

Lee,  the  master,  followed _ Hull  Packet.  Another  account  says: — “  The 

Isabella  whaler,  the  ship  in  which  Sir  John  Boss  and  his  companions  were 
sived  and  brought  to  this  country,  was  wrecked  in  the  ice  in  June  last, 
in  the  (ireenland  fisheries.” 

Police  Law  anii  Justices*  Justice. — An  active  and  intelligent  cor¬ 
respondent  informs  us,  that  on  Sunday  week  as  a  |M*asant  Ixry,  named  Michat  1 
Londregan,  a  lad  rather  simple  in  his  manner,  was  going  to  mass  at  Nicker, 
near  Pallas-  green,  in  company  witli  a  man  and  two  women,  three  neighboura 
of  his,  the  |)arty  were  met  by  a  |x)ficenmn,  named  Joseph  Barker,  within  a  few 
hundred  yards  of  the  chapel.  On  observing  the  |K>ficeman,  Londregan  said, 
“  This  is  a  |x)liceman  coming  down,”  and  one  of  the  girls  laughed,  imagining 
he  said  it  was  a  “  priest.”  Londregan  met  the  laugh  hy  saying  in  Irish  that 
the  |X)liceman  would  he  a^^  (pieer  priest  in  his  short  skinipiiig  Jacket.**  Barker, 
the  policeman,  proceeded  to  the  |x>ltce-lN)rra(  k8,  which  are  op|x>8ite  the  chapel, 
and,  returning  in  a  few  minutes,  seized  Londregan  in  the  midst  of  the  congre¬ 
gation,  who  were  w'aiting  for  mass,  and  brought  him  a  prisoner  into  the 
barracks.  When  inside,  Barker  put  on  him  a  pair  of  handcuffs,  although 
Londregan  was  ixTfectly  quiet.  After  being  kept  five  lumrs  in  handcuffs, 
Londregan  was  at  length,  still  handcuffed,  in  the  presence  of  his  neighbours 
and  friends,  marcluHl  off  a  prisoner  to  Linfield,  where  Mr  Darby  O’Grady 
generally  dispenses  “justice’s  justice”  at  the  sill  of  his  |)arlour  window.  Mr 
Darby  (i’fvrady,  in  his  wisdom,  and  in  the  spirit  r>f  his  leligion  and  practical 
charity,  refused  to  dispose  of  the  case  on  the  Sabbath,  and  ordcren  the  nr- 
fort unate  peasant  boy  to  Im  taken  back  to  the  barracks  and  brought  before  him 
again  on  the  next  day  at  eleven  o’clock.  Back  Londregan  was  marched  from 
Linfield  to  Nicker,  dripping  wet  and  handcuffeil,  and  there  ho  had  to  sit  up  all 
night,  his  clothes  saturulen  with  wet,  and  without  a  morsel  to  eat.  On  Monday 
moining  he  was  marched  to  Linfield,  shivering  and  fatigued,  the  rain  pouring 
ill  torrents  all  the  time.  Butlo!  Mr  O’tirndy  was  not  there,  having  gone  to 
Limerick  on  private  business.  Hack  again  was  Londregan  marched  fnim 
Linfield  to  Nicker,  and  in  the  evening  again  was  marched  from  Nicker  to  Lin¬ 
field,  where  Mr  O’fJrady  had  ariived,  nut  would  not  u|>|>enr.  His  worship 
sent  out  orders  by  his  servant  to  march  Londregan  hack  again  to  Nicker, 
there  to  give  two  five-|)ound  sureties  to  appear  at  the  next  |N2tty  sessions,  and 
answer  any  charge  that  may  he  brought  against  him.  The  liail  was  taken  by 
the  sergeant  of  police  !  the  unfortunate  |>easuiit  hoy  being  obliged  to  pay  one 
shilling  for  the  nail-lxinds. — Limerick  Star. 

PERSONAL  NEWS. 

Mr  Bulwer. — This  gentleman  has  contradicted  a  paragraph  which 
was  copied  in  our  last  from  the  Lincoln  Gazette.  He  says The  fact 
is,  that  on  leaving  town  for  the  sea-coast  at  the  close  of  the  session,  1  left 
at  my  chambers  (with  directions  to  be  forwarded)  a  note  withdrawing  my 
claim  as  a  voter  for  Middlesex:  a  claim  wliich  had  been  entered,  in  the 
first  instance,  through  a  mistake  very  easy,  but  now  unnecessarily  tedious 
to  explain.  I  presume  that  by  some  negligence  the  note  was  not  sent, 
or  by  some  accident  that  it  was  not  received.  On  seeing  tlic  case  after¬ 
wards  in  the  pspers  1  did  not  deem  it  worth  while  to  trouble  the  public 
upon  a  matter  that  seemed  to  me  not  very  important — well  assured  that 
no  one  could  seriously  suppose  1  meant  wilfully  to  proffer  an  unjust  vote. 
The  paragraph  in  question,  which  imputes  blame  to  other  parties,  obliges 
me,  in  candour  and  in  justice  to  them,  to  intrude  upon  you  this  slioit 
expisnation." 

The  Enolihh  at  Baurn.— The  immense  niiml>er  of  English  visitors 
assembled  in  the  city  of  Baden  for  the  benefit  of  the  baths,  has  just  been 
broken  up,  althougli  a  great  portion  bad  previously  determined  on  making 
a  long  stay  at  that  watering-place.  The  following  occurrence  has  led  to 
this  unexpected  departure A  young  English  nobleman  had  brought 
with  him  two  sporting  dogs  of  considerable  value,  which  were  seized  by 
a  field  ranger,  for  a  supposed  breach  of  the  game  laws.  'Hie  officer,  in¬ 
stead  of  taking  possession  of  the  animals,  shot  them  both  in  the  presence 
of  their  master.  We  understand  that  one  of  the  dogs  had  cost  lOO  and 
the  other  50  guineas.  Tlie  young  nobleman,  supported  by  the  entire  of 
the  English  residents,  presented  a  complaint  to  the  Grand  Duke  of  Baden, 
and  insisted  on  the  dismissal  of  the  over-officious  gamekeeper.  ThU  re¬ 
quest  w'a«  instantly  complied  with,  and  the  EnglUii  visitors  seemed  per- 
fi'cl'y  satisfied.  I  lowever,  strsngc  to  say,  two  days  bad  hardly  ela|)sed  when 
the  gamekeeper  was  publicly  reinstated  in  his  former  ciiiployinent,  with¬ 
out  any  reason  being  given  for  this  singular  revision  of  the  Grand  Duke’s 
deeixiuu.  The  English  residents  viewed  this  as  an  insult  offend  to  them 
gcDcnilly,  and  they  accordingly  came  to  the  de  term  i  nation  of  quitting 
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Baden  forthwith ;  they  set  out  in  various  directions,  and  a  considerable 
number  hare  arrived  here — Frankfort  Correspondent  of  the  Times, 

Colonel  Fairman. — We  understand  that  this  gentleman,  who  suc¬ 
cessfully  eluded  the  pursuit  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  has  been  during  the 
last  week  on  a  political  mission  in  this  town,  and  that  the  avowed  object 
of  the  mission  is  to  establish  not  an  Orange  lodge,  but  an  anti-O’Connell 
association.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  government  Vil I  have  a  watchful 
•ye  to  the  proceedings  of  the  gallant  Colonel. — Jpsvoich  Journal, 

The  Ministers  or  Charles  the  Tenth. — The  Temps  says — “  The 
situation  of  the  prisoners  at  Ham  is  lamentable.  They  are  all.  more  or 
less,  indisposed.  The  Count  de  PeyVonnet  has  an  acute  rheumatism, 
which  compels  him  to  keep  his'room.  M.  Guernon  de  Uanville,  the 
youngest,  is  threatened  with  spitting  of  blood,  resulting  from  five  years  of 
captivity  without  exercise.  **  As  to  M.  de  Chantelauze,  it  is  certain  that 
his  reason  is  greatly  impaired,  but  he  is  not  in  that  maniacal  state  which 
has  been  spoken  of.  Prince  de  Polignac,  who  is  more  accustomed  to  a 
prison,  is  in  a  better  state  of  health  than  his  fellow-prisoners.” 

Lord  Durham. — Letters  are  in  town  which  state  that  the  Earl  of  Dur¬ 
ham  arrived  at  Odessa  on  the  18th  of  September,  three  days  after  leaving 
Constantinople  in  the  Pluto. 

Presidencv  ok  America.— Tranquillity  need  not  be  hoped  for  here 
until  March,  1837,  and  possibly  not  then.  The  aspect  of  the  political 
horizon  indicates  storms  and  tempests.  Mr  Van  Buren,  the  candidate 
of  General  Jackson,  is  losing  ground.  It  is  supposed  that  no  one  candi¬ 
date  will  have  a  majority  of  all  the  electoral  votes  given.  In  that  event, 
the  choice  of  President  will  devolve  upon  the  House  of  Representatives. 
They  are  required  hy  t  he  constitution  to  make  the  selection  from  the 
three  highest  candidates.  The  Presidential  electors  (that  is,  the  persons  j 
who  vote  for  President)  are  elected  in  the  several  states  during  the  year 
18.36.  In  the  autumn  of  that  year  (November)  they  will  give  their 
votes.  The  result  in  each  state  is  transmitted  to  Washington.  The 
votes  arc  opened  in  Congress  on  the  11th  of  February,  1837,  as  General 
Jackson’s  term  of  service  expires  on  the  4th  of  March  following. —  The 
Genevese  Traveller — in  the  Times. 

Mr  O’Connell. — This  gentleman  dined  at  the  Vice-regal  Lodge 
some  days  ago,  in  company  with  Justice  Perrin,  Lord  and  Lady  Clon- 
curry,  the  Attorney  and  Solicitor- General,  and  others.  The  Lord  Mayor, 
the  Recorder,  and  others  of  that  party,  had  dined  with  Lord  Mulgrave 
the  previous  day.  The  circumstance  of  Mr  O’Connell’s  presence  has 
given  rise  to  all  sorts  of  absurd  rumours.  The  Dublin  Evening  Post 
contradicts  a  few  of  them: — ‘‘  Lord  Kenmare  has  not  given  up  the 
Lieutenancy  of  Kerry  ;  no  Catholic  nor  any  other  magistrate  has  re¬ 
signed.  It  is  true,  indeed,  though  not  stated  in  this  paragraph,  tiiat  Mr 
O’Connell  has  been  appointed  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  his  native  county, 
and  that  the  Lord  Chancellor  with  the  perfect  and  unhesitating  con¬ 
currence  of  the  Karl  of  Kenmare,  has  issued  the  commission  accordingly.” 
—The  Dublin  election  impiiry  commissioners  have  refused  to  hear  Mr 
O’Connell  in  his  defence,  and  the  hon.  gentleman  insisting  on  this 
common  law  right,  on  Tuesday  last  they  adjourned  over  sooner  than  yield 
the  point.  —  He  threatened  to  attend  the  next  day  and  insist  upon  his  claim. 
On  the  day  following  the  adjournment  of  the  election  commission,  Mr 
O’Connell  again  persevered  in  insisting  on  his  right  to  l>e  heard,  and  the 
Commissioners  appeared  equally  resolute  in  denying  that  privilege.  From 
what  fell  from  Mr  Joy  at  the  close  of  the  second  day’s  sitting,  however, 
it  is  mure  than  probable  that  the  court  will  deem  it  expedient  to  yield. 

The  Ikswich  Voters. — On  Wednesday  Mr  Maule,  solicitor  to  the 
Treasury,  attended  hy  a  chief  clerk,  left  Downing  street,  for  Ipswich,  to 
prepare  and  promote  the  prosecutions  of  the  voters  ordered  by  the  House 
of  Commons  to  be  prosecuted  for  the  votes  they  gave  to  Kelly  and 
Dundas. 

Death  ok  Fieschi’s  Accomplice. — The  accomplice  of  Fieschi,  named 
Morey,  whose  resolution  to  destroy  himself  by  starvation  has  already 
been  the  subject  of  remark,  reached  the  end  of  his  sufferings  on  Wed¬ 
nesday,  in  spite  of  all  the  efforts  of  art  toj^compel  him  to  meet  his  accus¬ 
ers.  Since  the  time  of  his  arrest  he  had  never  been  suffered  to  hold  any 
communication  with  anyone  but  the  servants  of  the  Government,  so  that 
if  he  had  a  secret  to  keep  he  has  carried  it  away  with  him.  The  trial  of 
Fieschi  and  the  other  parties  accused  is  to  commence,  it  is  said,  on  the 
lOih  of  November. 

A  Head  ok  the  Church. — Samuel  Aplin,  who  for  upwards  of  half  a 
century  has  performed  the  perilous  task  of  oiling  the  vane  on  the  summit 
of  the  spire  of  Salisbury  C'uthedral,  has,  owing  to  age  and  infiimity,  re¬ 
linquished  his  high  office.  He  was  proverbially  called  at  Salisbury  ‘‘  the 
head  of  the  church,”  from  being  so  often  at  its  top.

Singular  Incident  in  the  Like  or  Corbett. — Cobbett’s  discharge 
from  the  army  was  granted  on  his  own  earnest  solicitation.  No  sooner 
was  he  liberated  from  all  apprehension  of  his  superior  officers,  than  he 
accused  three  of  them  of  fraudulent  practices  committed  while  the  regi¬ 
ment  lay  in  America.  The  substance  of  the  charges  exhibited  against 
the  accused,  related  to  frauds  in  the  mustering,  clothing,  and  provisions 
of  the  men  ;  the  whole  of  the  charges  amounted  to  seventeen.  These 
charges  having  been  laid  before  the  Secretary  at  War,  a  warrant  was 
issued  to  the  Judge  Advocate  General,  Sir  C.  Could,  to  assemble  a 
General  (’ourt- .M.iriial.  A  printed  account  of  the  proceedings  on  this 
occasion  was  published;  it  contains  the  correspondence  between  Mr  Coh- 
bett  and  the  Judge  Advocate;  between  the  Judge  Advocate  and  the 
accused;  and  a  memorandum  of  the  proceedings  of  the  court.  The  first 
letter  addressed  to  Cohliett  by  the  Judge  Advocate,  is  dated  Feb.  23rd, 
1792:  it  informs  him  that  the  court  will  assemble  at  Portsmouth  or  Hil- 
sea  barracks.  In  answer  to  this  letter,  Cobbett  objects  to  the  court  being 
holden  either  at  Portsmouth  or  llilsea;  he  says,  there,  the  accused  will 
have  formed  connexions,  the  witnesses  will  l>e  completely  in  their  power, 
and  it  is  only  in  l.ondon  that  he  can  give  his  evidence  without  fear. 
The  defendants  strongly  objected  to  the  expense  and  inconvenience  which 
would  be  incurred  by  the  court  treing  held  at  such  a  distance  from  the 
regiment,  and,  of  course,  the  witnesses  on  both  sides ;  nevertheless,  at 
the  earnest  request  of  C'obbett,  it  was  determined  that  the  court  should 
be  held  in  l^ondon.  With  this  arrangement  Cobliett  is  perfectly  satis- 
licti;  in  bis  letter  to  Sir  Charles  Gould,  llth  of  March,  he  says,  “  I  am 
now  on  a  fair  footing,  and  have  a  full  assurance  tliat  the  cause  I  espouse 
’will  meet  a  deciiion  founded  in  justice.”  H#  then  gives  a  lUt  of  the 


regimental  books,  papers,  muster-rolls,  &c.  with  which  it  will  be  neces. 
sary  he  should  be  furnished  ;  and  concludes  with  saying,  “  If  my  accu 
tion  is  without  foundation,  the  authors  of  cruelty  have  not  yet  devised 
the  tortures  I  ought  to  endure.  Hell  itself,  as  painted  by  the  most  fier^ 
bigot,  would  be  too  mild  a  punishment  for  me.”  Every  step  having  bee^ 
taken  preparatory  to  the  trial,  in  a  letter  dated  17th  February  the  Jud  ” 
Advocate  informs  Cobbett  that  the  court  will  assemble  on  Saturday  th^ 
424th  instant;  and  he  likewise  informs  him,  that  Margas,  whom  Cobbett 
had  expressed  an  anxious  wish  should  attend,  would  be  present  on  tl 
trial.  Cobbett  in  his  answer,  dated  the  19th,  and  which  is  the  last  lette* 
he  wrote,  expresses  his  sorrow  at  the  trouble  he  has  given  to  Sir  C 
Gould,  seems  perfectly  satisfied  with  every  previous  arrangement,  gives  a 
list  of  fifty-two  witnesses  whom  he  wishes  to  be  summoned;  he  concludes 
with  informing  Sir  Charles,  that  “  a  private  concern”  obliged  him  to  iro 
into  the  country,  but  he  should  return  about  Friday,  the  day  precedinc 
the  trial.  The  court  assembled  on  Saturday.  The  witnesses  and  defend¬ 
ants  were  all  in  attendance,  at  the  appointed  time.  Nothing  was  wanting 
but  the  prosecutor.  After  waiting  more  than  an  hour  in  anxious  expec¬ 
tation  that  he  would  make  his  appearance,  a  messenger  was  dispatched  to 
his  wonted  lodgings ;  when  it  was  found  he  had  suddenly  left  them  on  the 
Wednesday  evening,  two  days  before  the  trial,  and  had  not  since  been 
heard  of,  nor  was  it  known  where  he  resided.  The  astonishment  of  the 
court  at  this  unexpected  intelligence,  may  be  better  imagined  than 
described.  The  Judge  Advocate  forbore  to  swear  in  the  members  and 
requested  their  attendance  on  the  Tuesday  following,  thinking  it  advisa- 
ble  that  the  trial  should  be  deferred  till  that  time,  that  further  inquiries 
might  be  made  after  thd  absentee,  and  that  he  might  have  an  opportunity 
to  make  his  appearance.  On  Tuesday  the  court  assembled  again.  The 
Judge  ^Advocate  then  stated,  that  he  had  caused  diligent  inquiry  to  be 
made  after  the  prosecutor,  who  had  pledged  himself  to  make  good  the 
charges  against  the  accused,  but  without  success.  He  had  likewise 
addressed  a  note  to  Captain  Lane,  who  he  understood  sometimes  called 
on  Cobbett;  and  the  Captain  had  returned  for  answer,  that  neither  he 
nor  his  servant,  knew  where  Cobbett  was  to  be  found.”  *  *  •  No 

hope  could  now  be  entertained  that  the  prosecutor  would  make  his 
appearance.  The  witnesses  having  already  been  in  attendance  three 
days,  it  was  determined  to  put  the  defendants  upon  their  trial.  Accord¬ 
ingly  the  charges  were  exhibited,  and  it  was  publicly  announced  that  if 
any  person  had  anything  to  offer  in  their  Support,  he  would  receive  all 
due  protection  from  the  court;  but  although  there  were  forty  witnesses 
present,  summoned  at  the  request  of  the  prosecutor,  not  one  tendered 
himself  for  that  purpose.  The  defendants  were  of  course  acquitted;  and 
the  court,  after  expressing  its  surprise  at  the  extraordinary  disappearance 
of  the  prosecutor,  who  at  once  preferred  and  solemnly  pledged  himself  to 
prove  the  several  charges,  pronounced  them  to  be  totally  unfounded,  and 
the  accused  must  honourably  acquitted.  Measures  were  then  taken  to 
proseXite  Cobbett  for  a  conspiracy  ;  but  there  being  no  evidence  that  he 
had  an  accomplice,  the  design  by  the  advice  of  the  Attorney  and  Solicitor 
General  of  the  day,  was  abandoned.  His  reasons  for  withdrawing 
himself  after  ev^ry  opportunity  had  been  yielded,  have  never  been 
satisfactorily  explained.  Every  point  was  conceded — the  place  for 
assembling  the  Court  Martial — the  exclusion  of  officers  who  had  been 
on  the  AmericcTii  station — the  production  of  every  document — the  sum¬ 
moning  of  every  witness — in  short,  everything  which  could  enable  him 
to  substantiate  his  accusatioH.  Ministers  could  not  in  this  case  be 
I  swayed  by  any  of  those  motives  which  too  often  screen  public  delinquents 
from  merited  punishment.  The  accused  were  not  high  in  office — they 
were  oidy  subalterns  in  the  army — men  of  no  estate — without  parlia¬ 
mentary  infiuence  or  exalted  connections — totally  unknown  in  the 
public  offices, — in  short,  could  be  of  no  more  consequence  to  govern¬ 
ment  than  Mr  Cobbett. —  Westminster  Review. 

Lavalette’s  Dream. — When  Lavalette  was  in  prison  and  under  sen¬ 
tence  of  death,  he  had  the  following  dream.  It  made  a  deep  impression 
on  his  mind,  which  increased  years  never  effaced.  Here  are  his  own 
words: — “One  night,  while  I  was  asleep,  the  clock  of  the  Palais  de  Jus¬ 
tice,  struck  twelve^  and  awoke  me.  I  heard  the  gate  open  to  relieve  the 
sentry y  but  I  fell  asleep  again  immediately.  In  this  sleep,  I  dreamed 
that  I  was  standing  in  the  Jfue  St  Honore,  at  the  corner  of  the  Rue  de 
TEchelle.  A  melancholy  darkness  spread  around  me;  all  was  still — never¬ 
theless  a^  low  and  uncertain  sound  soon  arose.  All  of  a  sudden,  I  per¬ 
ceived  at  the  bottom  of  the  street,  and  advancing  towards  me,  a  troop  of 
cavalry,  the  men  and  horses  however  all  flayed.  The  men  held  torches 
ill  their  hands,  the  red  flames  of  which  illuminated  faces  without  skin, 
and  bloody  muscles.  Their  hollow  eyes  rolled  fearfully  in  their  large 
sockets,  their  mouths  opened  from  car  to  car,  and  helmets  of  hanging 
flesh  covered  their  hideous  heads.  The  horses  dragged  along  their  own 
skins  in  the  kennels,  which  overflowed  with  blood  on  both  sides.  Pale  and 
dislievelled  women  appeared  and  disappeared  alternately  at  the  windows,  in 
dismal  silence ;  low,  inarticulate  groans  filled  the  air ;  and  I  remained  in  the 
street  alone,  petrified  with  horror,  and  deprived  of  strength  sufficient  to 
seek  my  safety  by  flight.  This  horrible  troop  continued  passing  in  a 
rapid  gallop,  and  casting  frightful  looks  on  me.  Their  march  I  thought 
continued  for  five  hours,  and  they  were  followed  by  an  immense  number 
of  artillery-waggons,  full  of  bleeding  corpses  whose  limbs  still  quivered; 
a  disgusting  smell  of  blood  and  bitumen  almost  choked  me.  At  length, 
the  iron  gate  of  the  prison  shutting  with  great  force  awoke  me  agtin.  I 
made  my  repeater  strike ;  it  was  no  more  than  midnightt  so  that  the  hor¬ 
rible  phantasmagoria  had  lasted  no  more  than  two  or  three  minutes — that 
is  to  say,  the  time  necessary  for  relieving  the  sentry  and  shutting  the  gafe. 
The  cold  was  severe  and  the  watchword  short.  The  next  day  the  turn¬ 
key  confirmed  my  calculations.  I  nevertheless  do  not  rememter  one  sin¬ 
gle  event  in  my  life,  the  duration  of  which  1  have  been  able  more  exactly 
to  calculate,  of  which  the  details  are  deeper  engraven  in  my  memory, 
of  which  I  preserve  a  more  perfect  consciousness.”— Erom  a  Biographical 
Sketch  of  Count  Lavalette^  puhlished  a  few  days  after  his  death  in  the  Revue 
de  Paris  Westminster  Review. 

Master  Jacob  ELnRiDGE’s  Account  of  Siiakspcarr's  Success  in 
DON.— Jacob  did  likewise  tell  me  in  his  letter,  that  be  was  sure  I  should 
be  happy  to  hear  the  success  of  William  Shakspeare,  our  townsman.

“  Now  1  speak  of  poets,  you  will  be  in  a  maze  at  lieariug  that  our  towns¬ 
man  hath  written  a  power  of  matter  for  the  playhouae.  Keither  h«  oof 
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been  put  to  death,  had  it  not  been  for  the  timely  arrival  of  the  General 
and  officers  commanding  the  corps,  who  caused  the  man  to  l)e  taken  to 
prison,  and  thereby  saved  his  life.  The  excitement  among  these  volun¬ 
teers  for  the  maintenance  of  “  public  tranquillity”  suicided  two  or  three 
days  after,  and  the  editor  was  allowed  to  go  to  his  office  and  publish  an 
apology  for  the  article  in  his  paper  which  had  given  so  much  offence.

the  ruin.  At  some  distance  from  the  place  furniture  of  every  description  was 
to  be  seen  in  the  fields,  which  some  ot  the  hardiest  of  them  had  borne  away. 
Indeed,  such  a  scene  of  confusion  and  desolation  I  never  witnessed  on  land.” 

A  Fortunate  Rescue. — The  forest-keeper  of  Tegernsee,  ia  Bavaria, 
named  Nassal,  who  had  before  saved  several  lives,  was  out  in  the  night  of 
August  12,  when  he  heard  cries  of  distress  from  one  of  the  almost  iierpeu- 
dicular  mountains,  and  hastening  to  the  sjiot  found  a  man  holding  by  the  edge 
of  a  rock  which  overhung  a  dee[)  precipice.  He  was  nearly  exhausted,  but 
happily  Nassal  arrived  in  time,  and  saved  him,  though  at  the  risk  of  his  own 
life.  They  afterwards  proceeded  together  to  the  Chateau  ot  Tegernsee,  and 
then  Nassal  diicovered  that  he  had  rescued  from  impeudiug  danger  no  less  a 
personage  than  the  Prince  Royal,  Frederick,  co-Rcgcnt  of  Saxony,  who  had 
lost  himself  while  botanizing  in  the  forest.  The  Prince  expressed  his  grati¬ 
tude  to  Nassal  in  the  strongest  terms,  made  him  a  present  of  a  gold  watch, 
and  will  no  doubt  provide  handsomely  for  him  in  future. 

An  Embrace. — Delacolonge,  the  rector  of  Sainte  Marie,  near  Beaune, 
whose  arrest  on  suspicion  of  the  murder  of  Mary  Besson,  the  milliner  of  Lyons, 
we  have  already  stated,  has  confessed  his  crime,  but  declares  that  it  was  done 
in  a  moment  of  jiassion,  when,  after  having  urged  her  to  leave  him,  and  she  had 
represented  the  difficulties  of  her  situation,  he  seized  her  in  his  arras  in  a  fit  ol 
love  and  despair,  and  pressed  her  with  such  violence  that  she  expired.  Com¬ 
pletely  losing  his  mina  by  the  horror  of  this  event,  he  cut  the  body  to  pieces, 
which  he  put  into  a  sack,  but  as  he  was  carrying  it  away  the  sack  burst,  and  he 
was  obliged  to  carry  the  members  piece  by  piece,  in  order  to  conceal  them. 
Having  made  this  confession,  he  wept  bitterly,  and  then  declared  that  it  had 
relieved  his  mind,  though  he  knew  the  dreadful  conseijuences  which  must 
follow. 

Elopement. — On  Tuesday  se’nnight,  S.  T.  Lucas.  Esq.,  of  Baron-down, 
a  married  man,  magistrate  for  l>oth  the  counties  of  Devon  and  Somerset,  after 
attending  the  magistrates’  meeting  at  VViveliscombe,  instead  of  returning  home, 
ttKik  from  her  father's  gate,  where  she  was  waiting  for  him.  Miss  Charlotte 
Gardiner,  w'ith  whom  he  eloped.  The  parties  were  traced  as  far  as  Weymouth, 
where  the  happy  i>air  embarlied  for  Guernsey,  leaving  his  wife  and  a  grown-u[» 
son  at  home.  Wnat  adds  to  the  troubles  of  his  wife  and  sou  is  the  melan¬ 
choly  circumstance  that,  the  day  before  this  business  transpired,  his  son, 
whife  shooting  rabbits,  had  the  misfortune  to  shoot  one  of  the  servants,  who 
lingered  two  days  and  died. — Exeter  Post. 

Ills  Worship  the  Mayor  or  Treoony — The  annual  election  of  the 
Afayor  of  this  borough  took  place  at  the  feast  of  St.  Jame.s,  which  is  kept  by 
the  inhabitants  as  a  high  day. — The  Sexton  of  the  Parish  was  declarecl  duly 
elected  to  fill  the  office  of  the  Mayor  for  the  ensuing  year!  His  worship, 
who  is  fond  of  “  heavy  wet,”  indulged  himself,  on  this  occasion,  with  a  greater 
r|uantity  than  usual ;  in  consequence  of  which,  we  regret  to  state,  he  slipped 
his  foot  in  descending  from  a  vehicle  in  which  he  had  been  draw  alK)ut  the;

Rem4RKABLE  Incident. — A  serious  and  strange  accident  occurred  on 
the  1st  of  this  month  at  Tournay.  About  2.”»  years  since  a  M.  Busine  caused 
the  subterranean  entrance  to  an  old  tower,  which  formed  a  part  of  the  ancient 
wall  of  the  city,  to  l>e  hermetically  closed  uj).  After  the  lapse  of  a  nuarter  of 
a  century  the  mephitic  gas  which  had  formed  there  suddenly  explodea  through 
the  chimney  of  the  dining-room  above,  and  Madame  Busine  had  her  leg  blown 
off.  Had  the  accident  occurred  an  hour  earlier  or  later  the  whole  family  must 
have  perished. 

Mysterious  Stonebreaker. — A  stout  good-looking  person,  having  the 
ap|>eaiance  in  his  outward  manner  of  a  gentleman,  has  been  engaged  for  six 
months  past  in  the  occupation  of  a  stonebreaker  at  the  Magdalen  Yard 
Quarry.  When  he  coraineiiced  work,  many  persons  in  the  neighbourhood  were 
attracted  by  his  genteel  air;  and  despite  his  clothes,  which  were  suited  to  his 
employment,  although  more  comfortable  than  those  generally  worn  by  his 
brethren  of  the  same  craft,  they  imagined  they  perceived  the  manners  of  a 
gentleman  lurking  under  the  disguise  it  had  pleased  him  to  assume.

He  came  to  this 
part  of  the  rountiy  in  the  disguise  of  a  labomer,  in  consequence  of  a  bet  to  a 
great  amount  having  lieen  made,  that  he  would  not  work  in  Scotland  for  six 
months  as  a  stonebreaker,  adhere  to  the  strict  observance  of  the  hours  of 
labf>ur  of  that  hard-working  class  of  labourers,  although  he  should  not  be 
obliged  to  Weak  mote  stones  than  pleased  himself,  with  the  farther  stipulation 
that  he  should  be  restricted  to  a  certain  quantity  and  quality  of  clothing.  Mr 
Stanley  has  won  the  lict,  having  ap{)eared  punctually  at  the  quarry  from  day  to 
day,  at  the  proiier  working  hours.  He  does  not,  however,  upfiear  to^iiave 
exerted  himself  to  increase  his  possr,  olthough  he  has  attained  considerable 
|iroficiency  in  the  art  of  cleaving  whinstones,  which  he  executes  in  a  manner 
truly  dignified  and  becoming,  avoiding  the  usual  rise  and  stoop  of  vulgar 
artists.  The  manners  of  this  extraordinary  sjiortsman  are  highly  {Ktlisliea, 
and  his  language  classically  elegant.  He  speaks  French  and  several  other 
European  languages  with  fluency.  His  terra  ol  work  expired  on  VV^ednesday 
last,  Dtfing  the  last  day  of  SeptemWr,  but  he  appeared  on  the  ground  until 
Saturday,  and  only  took  his  departure  from  Dundee  yesterday  morning.  Every 
person  must  form  his  own  opinion  upon  the  above  statements,  which  are  cor¬ 
rect  as  far  as  they  go;  and,  if  true,  Mr  Stanley  will  return  with  a  new  zest  to 
the  society  from  wnich  be  for  a  moment  withdrew.— Dundee  Courier.

This  unfortunate  old  man,  73  years  of  age,  had  a  claim  on 
the  parish  for  relief,  and  was  turned  out  of  the  workhouse  for  refusing  to  sleep 
with  a  man  subject  to  epileptic  fits,  a  dangerous  lunatic  who  w'as  kept  chained, 
and  who  was  lately  given  into  custody  in  consequence  of  an  attempt  upon  the  life 
of  his  own  father.  In  their  treatment  of  Crow  the  parish  authorities  appear 
to  have  been  guilty  of  a  double  offence — namely,  a  misdemeanour  under  the 
doth  section  of  the  Poor  Law  Amendment  Act,  which  prohibits  the  detention 
of  lunatics  in  w'orkhouses  for  a  longer  period  than  14  days,  and  the  outrage  on 
humanity  as  well  as  law  in  expelling  a  pauper  who  had  an  undoubted  right 
to  refuse  becoming  the  bedfellow  of  a  lunatic.  What  ensued  ?  Poor  Crow, 
alter  paying  for  his  lodging  and  washing,  had  just  two  quartern  loaves  and 
one  penny  |)er  week  to  live  on.  That  he  sarik  into  the  grave  a  wretched 
skeleton,  that  he  perislied  for  want  of  proper  and  sufficient  food,  is  established 
U{M>n  the  testimony  of  four  credible  witnesses,  and  probably  might  have  been 
sworn  to  by  half  the  parish. —  Times.
